MINISTER MAKES CLOSING SPEECH AT MANO RIVER UNION COURSE 
Monrovia THE REDEEMER in English 3 Jun 80 p 3

{Text} Mr. Philip Gadegbeku, Assistant Planning and Economic Affaire 
Minieter for Statistics, has called on member-etates of the Mano River 
Union to work hard in order to improve the economic problems of their coun- 
tries. 


Mr. Gadegbeku made the call recently in a speech delivered at the closing 
ceremony of the fifth in a series of the Unified "raining Courses conducted 
by the Union Customs, Excise and Trade Statistics Training School, in Mon- 
rovia. A total of 23 participante--13 Liberians and 10 Sierra Leoneans, 
underwent the three monthe intensive training. 


The creation of a unified course on Customs, Excise and Trade Statistics 
by the Mano River Union, the Assistant Minister said, was a step forward 
in solving some of the major economic probleme facing Africa. 


The economic performance in Africa has fallen substantially below the tar- 
get set in the strategy for the Second United Nations Development Decade, 
Mr. Gadegbeku noted, adding that "it is time for African countries to make 
full use of the human resources available to then." 


Inspice of the region's ample natural resources, and favourable population, 
undiscriminating incentives for foreign private enterprise and inspite 

of Africa's participation in numerous conferences, regional and inter- 
regional, the continent is yet faced with development problems, Mr. Gagegbeku 
said. 


He said the African economy still exhibits all the characteristics of under- 
development and so far there has been no marked improvement in African eco- 
nomics since 1960. 


Mr. Gagebgeku urged the participants to be deligent, obedient, sincere, 
honest and hardworking and that they should be prepared to make sacrifices 
to improve the social and economic conditions of both member nations. 








Responding the deputy administrator and vice principal of the school, Mr, 
Roland Woheel said there were a lot of benefite for the two members of the 
Union, Liberia and Sierra Leone, especially in the area of inter-trade, 


Woheel asked the participants to go out and serve ae ambassadors of the in- 
etitute so that their performance may reflect the aime and objectives of

The vice-principal expressed concern about the very poor attendance of the 
Liberian etudente and noted that “next time, drastic measures will be taken 
against euch etudentse, because we do not want to waste the tax-payers money". 


The Liberian participants were led by Hawah Kamara, while the Sierra Le- 
oneons were led by Cuthbert Erayoma. Since the school became operational 
in October 1978, a total 133 Liberians and Sierra Leoneans have benefited 
from the program.

TANZANIA, KENYA AGREE TO ESTABLISH POLICE BORDER POST 
Nairobi SUNDAY NATION in English 1 Jun 80 p 3 


[Text] Kenya and Tanzania Government officials in Narok and Ngorongoro 
districts have agreed to establish a police post on the two countries’ 
common border to help curb cattle rustling. 


The post will also help improve relationship between the Masai living in 

the two countries, the officials said. Cases of stock-theft will be reported 
to the police in time instead of travelling long distances to reach a 

police station, the officials noted. 


At a border meeting chaired by the Narok District Commissioner, Mr SE 
Oburu, at Narok County Council Hall, the officers discussed cattle rustling 
which is frequently reported along the border and the best ways to stop it. 


They recommended that chiefs from both sides organize two local border 
meetings, which will be attended by leaders from Kenya and Tanzania. 


Opening the meeting, Mr Oburu said raiders are members of the divided tribes 
in both countries and have equal rights to enter and leave at their own 
pleasure. 


He urged people of the border area to report cattle thieves to the police 
as soon as possible. He said unless solutions were found to stop the stock- 
theft along the common border, wananchi would continue living in fear. 


The Tanzania nine-man team was led by the Ngorongoro area Commissioner, Mr 
SA Mwalukasa. 


Mr Mwalukasa said Masai in Kenya and Tanzania have from time immemorial 
managed to live in peace. Despite the arbitrary border the people of the 
two countries have remained natural m ighbors, intermingling, trading and 
inter—marry ing.

ZIMBABWE POWER TALKS--Officials of Mozambique are now in Salisbury nego- 
tiating to buy electric power from Zimbabwe. Sources in Zimbabwe said 
this week that Mozambique wanted 20 megawatts, However, this country is 
using almost all of ite own generating capacity and any extra might have 
to come from Zambia, A quarter of Zimbabwe's consumption comes from 
Zambia and in terms of the current agreement any more than this is sub- 
ject to a penalty charge payable in the month that the excess is consumed, 
But from July 1 4 new agreement comes into operation and the maximum 
amount rises, so this country might then be able to supply Mozambique. 

The price for each unit has still to be worked out. It is understood that 
separate discussions are being held between Mozambique and Zambia. A 

110 kv line connects this country with Mozambique and it was used to bring

REPORTED DIAMANG-DE BEERS AGREEMENT--Angola's Minister of Mines, Mr Al- 
berto Ribeiro, has negotiating secret arrangements in London with De Beers 
Central Selling Organisation for marketing his country's rising diamond 
output. British authorities, confirmed thie after disclosing that a spe- 
cial envoy of Angola's President Dos Santos has delivered a message to the 
British Prime Minister, Mre Margaret Thatcher, calling attention to what 
Mr Dos Santos says is mounting South African military pressure against An- 
gola. The envoy, Angola's Ambassador to Belgium, Mr Fernando van Dunem, saw 
Mrs Thatcher to hand over the Dos Santos letter which also urges Britain to 
support United Nations proposals for a ewift settlement of Namibia's dis- 
puted future. The Ribeiro mission to London was a hush-hush affair. An- 
gola's socialist-oriented rulers have no wish to advertise their increasing 
trade, technological and other business with countries of the capitalist 
West, and particularly with the South African-based De Beers group. 
Equally, the Central Selling Organisation tries in the interest of effec- 
tive diamond-pricing policy to keep ite buying and selling operations as 
confidential as possible. Nonetheless, authorities in London disclosed that 
Diamang, Angola's State-controlled diamond mining company, was gradually 
approaching its pre-civil war output of 2-million carats a year. In 1979 
alone Britain bought about R85=million Angolan diamonds. [Excerpts] [Jo-

RESULTS OF PREMIER'S TRIP TO LRAQ NOTED 
Djibouti LE REVELL DE DITROUTI in French 29 May 80 p 1 


(Text) Prime Minister Barkat Gourad, who went to Baghdad last Thursday for 
an official J-day visit at the invitation of the Iraqi Government, returned 
to Djibouti on Sunday with his delegation on board a Falcon 20 aircraft that 
was given to President Gouled by Iraqi President Saddam Husayn. 


At the conclusion of his visit to Iraq, the prime minister and Tsha Yacin 
Ramadan, hie Iraqi courterpart, signed a supplement to the protocol] of coop- 
eration that exists between the two countries. In particular, the supplement 
concerns special Iraqi aid of about 1.5 million for drought victims in the 
Republic of Djibouti. Prime Minister Barkat Gourad said that half of that 
sum would be given to us in the form of emergency supplies and pharmaceutical 
products, while the other half would take the form of foodstuffs. 


It will also provide a gift of lab analysis equipment for the Advanced Insti- 
tute of Scientific and Technical Research and Study. 


There will also be technical cooperation in the drilling of water wells (an 
Iraqi study mission will be in Djibouti very shortly to study the possibili- 
ties for increasing the number of water points). 


In that supplement the Republic of Iraq set the amount of its participation 
in financing the cement plant project. It will consist of a loan on the 
order of $25 million at an interest rate of 2.5 percent. The loan will be 
repayable in 15 years with a 3-year deferment. This involves a cement plant 
with a capacity of 300,000 tons per year. 


Aleo agreed on was a loan from the Iragi Development Fund that will provide 
1.5 million for increasing the capital of the Djibouti Development Fund.

WORKERS REPAIR FORMERLY ABANDONED FARM TRACTORS

[Text] Some 280 farm tractore which had been rendered inoperative and 
abandoned in various parte of the country due to various reasons are 
being repaired by workers of three industrial unions orgranized under the 
All-Ethiopia Trade Union (AETU). 


Collaborating in the effort, launched in anewer to a call by the National 
Revolutionary Development Campaign and Central Planning Supreme Counci! 
(NRDC-CPSC) are workere of the wholesale and retail, transport and communi- 
cations, and general services industry unions. The repair work began last 
week and is being undertaken on weekends. 


Last week, 21 members of the Wholesale and Retail Industrial Union repaired 
seven tractors and a similar work campaign is launched over this weekend by 
workers of the Transport and Communications Industrial Union. Mechanics, 
electricians and welders drawn from the three unions will work on shifts 
until the work is completed, according to Comrade Worku Adu, chairman of 
the Wholesale and Retail Industrial Union. 


Comrade Tesfaye Tiku, acting head of the farm section of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, meanwhile said the tractors being repaired at the ministry's 
central garage were previously used by EPID in all the 14 administrative 
regions. He said the repair work being now undertaken voluntarily by wor- 
kers representing various unions of the AETU would have cost the govern- 
ment over a million Birr. 


Comrade Belachew Eshete, assistant head of the Logistics Department in

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SECRET RETLREMENT PLAN DENIED=-On May 30, GBC Radio broadcast a denial from 
the Armed Forces Public Relations Directorate on a story in the Believer 
newspaper. The story alleged that the Chief of Defense Staff was imple- 
menting a secret plan to retire junior officers who were actively involved 
in the evente of June 4. The statement said the forces operated under 
rules and regulations, including an Act of Parliament dating back to 1962. 
Under the regulations, an officer or man could be discharged from the 
service at any time for various reasons, and according to the discretion 
of the Chief of Defense Staff. These included dismissal on disciplinary 
grounds, release on health grounds, on grounds of state security, and 
administrative discharge. The statement expressed surprise that recent 
discharges of personnel from the armed forces should have attracted 

public attention and indeed have been linked to the June 4 revolution. It 
pointed out that over the years, such discharges had occurred and were nor- 
mal administrative measures. The statement accused some retired officers 
of being behind the publication and specifically named the retired army 
commander, Brigadier Arnold Quainoo, of allying himself with discharged 
other ranks to seek self-publicity for his cause.

LIST OF NATIONAL ASSEMBLY RESOLUTIONS PUBLISHED 


Bissau NO PINTCHA in Portuguese 21 May 80 p 5 


[Text] In the general resolution adopted at the Third Regular Session of the 
National People's Assembly, the deputies hailed the independence of Zimbabwe, 
whose national union government is an inestimable contribution to the solu- 
tion of the problems of Southern Africa and a victory for the African peoples 
as a whole over raciem and "apartheid", 


According to the terms of the resolution, the "National Order of Colinas do 
Boe" was created, to honor foreign and native citizens whose action has made 
a considerable contribution to the development of our country and of the co- 
operation between Guinea-Bissau and the international community. The Law on 
the General State Budget and the Law on Compulsory Military Service were also 
passed. 


Moreover, the National People's Assembly recommended that, in view of the ne- 
gative effects on agricultural production from the exodus of the rural popu- 
lations to the cities, particularly the young population, the government adopt 
the necessary measures to curb this phenomenon; and it also advised the crea- 
tion of the Association of Fighters for the Fatherland's Freedom. 


With a view toward increased production, it was recommended that the govern- 
ment expend every effort to introduce new facilities for agricultural produc- 
tion. 


The National People's Assembly sent several other recommendations to the gov- 
ernment, namely: 


That, with a view toward balancing the operating budget and putting the na- 
tional finances on a sound footing, the government establish new taxes, and 
take the necessary steps to collect all the revenue owed to the state, spe- 
cifically that relating to the national reconstruction tax, on which the 
livelihood of the regions depends to a great extent; 


That a committee be created to study the revision of the present administra- 


tive division, so as to benefit certain parts of our country, thereby enabling 
them to achieve the necessary development; 
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That the government concern itself intensively with the status of the Insti- 
tute of Friendship, so that it may fully carry out ite vanguard activity in 
national education, and so that the students boarding in that inatitution 
may have all the facilities necessary for education and Life based on the 
ideale of the PAIGC; 


That the government submit to the next special session of the National Peop- 
le's Assembly a bill stipulating exactly and as clearly as possible when and 
how individuals may be taken into custody, thereby guaranteeing respect for 
the fundamental rights of the citizens of Guinea-Bissau, 


That the effort to demobilize individuals currently serving in the FARP 
[People's Revolutionary Armed Forces] be continued, at all times overseeing 
with great attention the integration of those individuals into the nation's 
productive and social life; 


That the government expend every effort to recover our people's cultural 
heritage. It also recommends that the National Institute of Scientific Re- 
search, in cooperation with similar institutions in the neighboring countries, 
promote the study of the history of the Kingdom of Gabon, and the recovery 

of its cultural traditions and heritage; 


That there be a constant improvement in supplies to the rural populations of 
products of prime necessity, as an indispensable incentive for increased ag- 
ricultural production. It also recommends that the effort to supply water 

to populations in rural areas during the dry season, when they suffer a chronic 
shortage of that vital element, be continued actively. 


That the government adopt the measures required to solve the serious problem 
of the recurrence of crime and disrespect for the authorities among members 
of the population of the Nhacra section; 


That the government continue adopting the necessary measures to improve the 
living conditions of the population of Ilha de Como, the glorious stronghold 
of our national Liberation struggle; 


And that the necessary conditions be created for the satisiactory operation 
of the Superior Military Court and the courts in general.

REGULATLONS OF COMPULSORY MILITARY SERVICE PUBLISHED 
Bissau NO PINTCHA in Portuguese 21 May 80 p 4 


[Excerpt] As we have already noted in the leading article in this report, the 
deputies to the National People's Assembly passed four laws: the law on hunt- 
ing, on the General State Budget, on compulsory military service and on the 
creation of a medal for the "Order of Colinas de Boe". 


With regard to the law on compulsory military service, submitted by the com- 
missioner of justice, Fidelis d'Almada, the preamble emphasizes the nature 

of the FARP [People's Revolutionary Armed Forces] as an armed branch of the 
PAIGC during the war, representing exclusively a decisive instrument for na- 
tional Liberation. In peacetime, the FARP still constitutes the armed branch 
of our party and of the young independent nation, also serving as a guarantee 
for sovereignty and national peace, 


But, in the new phase of the struggle, there is a need to renew the members of 
the Armed Forces, at the same time affording the youth an opportunity to par- 
ticipate in the nation's defense corps. 


Hence, compulsory military service has been legislated for all male citizens 
between the ages of 18 and 25 years. The recruitment period (4 months) and 
that for entering the Army ranks are limited to 24 months, and the soldiers 
must transfer to reserve status after that interval, returning the civilian 
life; but for 5 years they will be stringently subject to recall whenever 
the Army Staff so decides. 


From the standpoint of privileges, all citizens who have rendered military 
service will have preference in obtaining employment in public administration, 
with strict equality of opportunity. The year for the start of recruitment 
has not yet been decided, and it is incumbent on the government to issue re- 
gulations governing all the registration procedures and other aspects of mili- 
tary life. 


A military tax will be set, up to the age of 45, for those who do not perform 
military service. It should be noted that this period relates to the 5 years 
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of reserve status plus the time in which the former member of the military 

has “active reserve” status, Despite the fact that it is less demanding 

than “available reserve" status, "active reserve" status also includes the 
possibility of rejoining the FARP ranks in the event of a general mobilization, 


Moreover, the law makes it possible for female citizens between the ages of 18 
and 25 years, and any interested persons over 25 years old, to join on a volun- 
tary basis, through an application for this purpose. 


Citizens who have already rendered military service in the forces of foreign 
countries and those who have committed crimes against the fatherland will 
not be admitted to the Army's ranks, 


Any citizen who, either before or during his service, has been sentenced to 
over 2 years in a major prison may be excluded from the FARP. No one may 
serve in state office, or in administrative bodies, or public enterprises, 
institutions, establishments or agencies, without having rendered compulsory 
military service, 


The law also affords an opportunity to postpone the recruitment, provided the 
citizen submits the duly justified reasons, namely: that he is a student in 
any educational establishment on a level in keeping with his age; that he is 
taking an intermediate or higher-level course in the country, or abroad, with 
good grades; that he can prove to be responsible for, and providing for the 
support of aged family members (father, mther or other family member who is 
disabled) or helpless children.

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MINISTER ASKS CREDITORS TO GIVE HIM FOUR YEARS TO PAY DEBTS 
Nairobi DAILY NATION in English 5 Jun 80 pp 1, 20

[Text] Works Minister Paul Ngei owes the Income Tax Department and other 
new creditors about Sh. 2.3 m., bringing his total debt to nearly Sh. 4.5m. 


And Mr. Ngei, whose estate was put under official receivership at the end 
of April, hase pleaded with the representatives of the more than 4 credi- 
tors to give him four years to pay the debts. 


Mr. Ngei did not deny the debte at a meeting held in the conference room, 
Sheria House, Nairobi, yesterday. 


Mr. Neei, accompanied by his lawyers, Mr. M. G. Sharma and Mr. Y. Shretta, 
pledged hie Emy Farm in Machakos, valued at about Sh. 4.4m., as security. 


Reading out the various assets owned by the Minister and their estimated 
values, Mr. Shretta said the Minister's assets were worth about Sh. 10m. 


But the heated meeting under the chairmanship of Deputy Registrar-General 
M. L. Handa was told that some of the securities had been mortgaged and 
would be difficult to sell immediately. 


But Standard Bank Ltd., which is one of the Minister's major creditors and 
to which he owes 2,060,590/50, is willing to give one year's grace. 


Other creditors, including the National Bank of Kenya to which Mr. Ngei now 
owes Sh. 854,796/30, said the repayment scheme offered by Mr. Ngei was un- 
acceptable. 


One debtor said Mr. Ngei had had enough grace to pay the debts. 


At the remark, Mr. Ngei said: “If you have come from London, you should 
not open old wounds." 











Mr. Shretta added: "We should not punish him for being disorganised, I 
have told him so. He is disorganised," 


Mr. Shretta said they did not want the Minister to be declared bankrupt. 
"We are going to tighten our belts. Plese accept the scheme so that you 
can be paid in full. It de not in hie interest to atay in debt." 


The creditors were told that the four-year repayment echeme offered by the 
Minister was still insufficient for him to pay the debt, but it would "give 
us breathing espace”. 


The lawyers said that over that period, they would be able to choose what 
property they could sell. 


Mr. Ngei said: "I plead through Standard Bank and the National Bank of 
Kenya that you accept my scheme. I am a poor man but you do not know my 
luck tomorrow. 


"I only want four years. I do not want to cheat you again. I have deci- 
ded to pay the debt. I must respect the State. I ask you to accept my 
position. If you have waited for years, why not now?" 


Mr. Handa then asked Mr. Ngei: "Why can't you dispose some of the property 
and pay?" 


The lawyers then said something would be sold. "Rely on us, but we need to 
decide what should be sold first. Something should be liquidated and we 
have given it thought,” the lawyers said. 


The creditors then demanded to be told whether nothing was going to be 
sold within one year towards repayment of the debts. Mr. Ngei and his law- 
yers insisted that they would be prepared to sell something, but "we need 
time to organise the sale". 


"It is only a question of time. What we do not want is to give you a short 
period because we might not get a buyer within the period,” the lawyers 
said. 


They said the security they were providing was worth more than the Sh. 4.4 
million because the valuation excluded other properties on the farm "inclu- 
ding tractors, etc." 


The seeting was adjourned for two weeks to allow Mr. Ngei to amend his re- 
payment scheme after creditors rejected the four-year proposal. 


Before the adjournment to June 18, Mr. Ngei's lawyers insisted that the 
amendment would seek a repayment period of more than one year. 


Mr. Handa told Mr. Ngei to submit the proposed new scheme to his office 
for perusal before the day of the meeting. 
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He said that when Mr. Neei had aubmitted hia atatement of affaira on 
April 24, he had not disclosed hia Liabilities to the Income Tax Depart- 
ment and alx or seven other creditors, 


He said that if the scheme to be offered by Mr. Ngei was not acceptable to 
the majority of the creditora and did not reach three-fourth of the value 


of the creditors admitted, "We shall have to apply in court for the Min- 
later to be declared bankrupt." 


Mr. Handa said all the 35 creditors admitted had lodged sworn affidavits.

Millions 'Squandered' on Repairs 
Nairobi DAILY NATION in English 8 Jun 80 p 4 


[Excerpt] Millions of shillings are being squandered by the National Hous- 
ing Corporation to carry out costly repairs of their housing estates scat~ 
tered all over the country. 


The repairs have been brought about because of poor workmanship and usage 
of inferior building materials in the construction of the original houses. 


In Athi River, for instance, some houses built by the NHC have had to be 
condemned to demolition, whilst at the Changamwe rental housing estate in 
Mombasa, the corporation has been forced to replace temporary asbestors 
roofs at a cost that runs into several million shillings. 
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These are only two of multiple examples of the manner in which the NHC's 
limited funde are being used up for repair work thet could have been avoid- 
able in the firet place if the NHC had exercised atrict supervision over 
building contractors. 


The Athi River Rental Housing Scheme was conatructed in 1973 at a cost of 
Sh. 503,365. Three yeare later, an inepection carried out by an NHC tech- 
nical team headed by the Quantity Surveying Technician, Mr. D,. M. Ndirangu, 
revealed that all the 20 houses on the estate had developed "very serious 
defectea brought about by poor workmanship, supervision (if any) and possibly 
the use of inferior quality of materials in both the superstructural and 
more in the sub-etructural work.” 


Soil 


The report epeculated on the "likelihood that the contractor didn't remove 
the whole of the mixture of black cotton-white Magadi soil whose effect 
when it expands and contracts is that there is an uneven settlement of the 
whole house causing che foundations, floor slabs and walle to crack seri- 
ously." 


Another possibility was that the foundation might have been too weak or 
too shallow. Water and electricity supply to some of the houses had been 
affected by the defects. The report recommended repairs to be carried out 
to 17 of the houses, leaving the ocher three for demolition. Cost of re- 
pairing the houses amounted to 75 per cent of the original cost.

He reiterated that anyone found involved in such activities would be dealt 
with severely. 


The President had recently called on Parliament to enact a law providing 
corporal punishment for traders found guilty of hoarding. 


Addressing a gathering of wananchi who had turned up at the airport to wel- 
come him on his return from Iraq and Abu Dhabi, President Moi had said he 
might soon be forced to pay surprise visite to traders to check on hoarding 
of goods. 


He said he was aware of all the tricks employed by hoarders. 


The officials assured the President that they would implement the directive 
effectively to his satisfaction and that of the wananchi. 


President Moi said he was confident that wananchi would cooperate by re- 
porting illegal activities.

GOVERNMENT AUDITOR ISSUES REPORT ON USE OF FUNDS

[Text] A shocking Sh. 1 billion earmarked for development and wages of 
public servante was returned to the Treasury during the last fiscal year 
despite a general outcry over pending development programmes. 


Of this, Sh. 10.3 million was returned because people were not employed 
by the Government during the year to earn that money. 


And, according to the just released report of Controller and Auditor- 
General D. G. Njoroge on the appropriations, other public accounts and the 
accounts of the funds for the year 1978/79, a further Sh. 190.8 million was 
oversepent on various unauthorised items by various Ministries. 


Mr. Njoroge noted that the under-expenditure was mainly due to non-imple- 
mentation of development projects. 


Poste in various Ministries remained vacant throughout the year despite an 
order by the President for an employment increase of 10 per cent. 


Lack of personnel, laxity on the part of technical staff and heavy depen- 
dence on foreign aid and technical assistance contributed to the gross 
under-expenditure by the Government. 


Other shortcomings detected by the audit team included misuse of Govern- 
ment vehicles, delay in submission of accounts, noncollection of revenue, 
misappropriation of public funds and unexplained compensation for the 
copal factory. 


Mr. Njoroge said: “Apart from the direct adverse effect which the inordi- 
nate delay in the submission of these accounts has had on the audit pro- 
gramme, most of the accounts, including many which had been submitted on due 
date, were not based on the actual position as reflected by the final trial 
balances as at June 30, 1979, and were, therefore, in most cases incorrect". 
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Mr. Njoroge eaid the delay in submitting trial balances had made it diffi- 
cult for him to append any meaningful certificate on the accounts of cer- 
tain Mintetries, thereby making it difficult to confirm the financial posi- 
tion of the Ministries for which these statements had not been produced, 


He noted: “Another unsatisfactory feature in these accounts is the eitua- 
tion which has exieted for some time now, Lut which was particularly evi- 
dent thie year, whereby certain Ministries submit clearly wrong accounts". 


The indications, he said, were that the accounte had been prepared hurri- 
edly and without due care, 


The situation, Mr. Njoroge observed, had been aggravated by the fact that 
some accountants had proceeded on leave immediately after submitting their 
atatemente and had, therefore, not been available for consultation when- 
ever the need arose. 


Their statements, Mr. Njoroge said: "Indications are that unless there is 
a dramatic change between now and June 1980 (financial year ends June 30), 
accounting officere may not be in a position to produce their accounts for 
the current fiscal year in time". 


He said the non-collection of revenue under some of the Development Revenue 
items had been mainly due to delays in the implementation of foreign-aided 
development projects, which in turn had resulted in the preparation and 
submission of reimbursement claims to the donor countries. 


He said there had been a deterioration in the control of expenditure during 
the year as compared with the previous year, resulting in the excess 

votes totalling Sh. 190.8 million as against Sh. 67.3 million during the 
~977/78 financial year. 


Over-expenditure had been recorced mainly in the Ministries of State, Home 
Affaire, Agriculiure, Health, Works, Water Development and the National 
Assembly. 


The Ministries which had returned money to the Treasury on recurrent expen- 
diture included Finance, Defence, Power and Communications, Tourism and 
Wildlife, Housing and Social Services, Information and Broadcasting, Co- 
operative Development, Education and the Office of the Attorney-General. 





A record Sh. 962.2 million had been unspent in respect of development by 
the Ministries of Finance, Agriculture, Health, Local Government, Power 
and Communications, Tourism and Wildlife, Housing and Social Services, 
Information and Broadcasting and Water Development, he said. 


On misuse of Government vehicles, Mr. Njoroge observed: "It is clear that 


unless the accounting officers take misuse of vehicles more seriously, the 
unsatisfactory state of affairs will continue to persist. 
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The report said concern had been expressed over the widespread misuse of 
Government vehicles, particularly for unauthorised and unofficial jour- 
neys and for transportation of unauthorised passengers and goods, 


On compensation to the copal factory, the Auditor-General said the Govern- 
ment had continued to pay compensation to the company for loss of profite 
and overhead expenses and interest on raw materiale as a result of a delay 
by the Commissioner of Lands to tesue authority for the construction of the 
factory in Mombasa, 


The Government had lost a further Sh. 60 million last year in addition to 
an earlier payment of Sh. 90 million when the factory had been relocated 
from Nakuru, he noted. 


"The company has not yet been given the clearance to construct the factory 
at Mombasa, and it appears the Government is likely to be asked to pay the 
company additional compensation for loss of profits and overhead expenses 
from March 1979, in addition to interest on raw materials," Mr. Njoroge 
reported.

KANU'S ADMINISTRATIVE, POLICY-MAKING PROCESSES MUST BE IMPROVED

[Text] The Kenya African National Union (KANU) needs to strengthen ite 
administrative and policy-making processes. To do this, it must establish 
clear procedures and it must get full-time capable staff. 


As early as 1978 President Moi announced that the party was to be investi- 
gated. Towards that end the national offices which were vacant were 
filled. The Governing Council has since been meeting regularly. So has 
the Parliamentary Group. Early this year, a stormy special delegates meet- 
ing took place in Nairobi and every delegate was free to speak his or her 
mind. This past week the branch chaivmen were summoned to a seminar. All 
these activities are a clear indication that the party has come to grips 
with organising itself to function more effectively as a ruling party. 


Under normal circumstances, a ruling party is supposed to be clear about 
its stands on many issues. Only by having defined stands on issues can it 
perform its duty of advising the Government on all matters concerning party 
policy. It is then able to instruct the Civil Service to implement govern- 
ment policy also within the party rules and procedures. 


Any observer of KANU activity in Kenya would note that the party has not in 
the past had any people doing policy research for it. Neither has it ac- 
tively compaigned for its positions apart from just clearing those stand- 
ing for election in its name. During last week's seminar, some of the pre- 
prepared discussion papers raised these issues. The papers suggested that 
the party should hire competent professional staff would would be respon- 
sible for running party affairs on a day-to-day basis. These professionals 
would, among other things, be responsible for party doctrine through the 
party's publications and other media. They would be responsible for 
streamlining party finances--both the collection and distribution. Finally, 
they would be responsible for ensuring communication between the various 
levels of the party. 








The party chairmen discussed these iasues among others. Since they are so 
critical for the future of the party, we would suggest that they be dis- 
cuseed at the district, divisional and locational levels before they are 
tranemitted back to national levele for action. Only in that way can the 
graseroote levels of the party evaluate what they may be asked to do in the 
future. They may have other suggestions to add. 


In the past, proposals for etrengthening the executive and policy-making 
powers of the party have met resistance from some politicians who are 
usually the office-holdere in the party. Those who have not actively sup- 
ported the strengthening of the party process seem to prefer a situation in 
which personalistic leadership can flousgish without discussion among a 
greater number of party followers. Thies is not just anti-democratic, but 
it lende itself to a possible political manipulation of the people by a 
few individuals in this Republic. All issues should be publicly discussed 
within the party. Only by so doing can we scale down the perennial politi- 
cal rumours about some leaders. By having extensive public discussions we 
can also make politicians accountable to the party process. 


It is important that party methods and procedures be clarified and widely 
propagated go as to avoid the kind of confusion we had last year before the 
elections. At that time, different levels of the party and individuals were 
expressing themselves differently on matters such as what type of member 
wa® allowed to stand for elections. Clarifying methods and procedures would 
also solve the national problems raised at the special delegates’ meeting 
earlier this year. We believe that some of the conflicts come about when 
some leaders speak out of context or when they presume the party position. 


It is our hope that the current debates on staffing, methods and proced- 


ures will lead to a more active party. Such a party would contribute towards 
democratising political life. Kenya demands nothing less.

AFRICAN FARMING POLICIES HAVE REMOVED LAND FROM FOOD OUTPUT

[Text] Sometimes the behaviour of Third World leaders in international 
forums is most puzzling. They continue to beg for help on issues they could 
solve themselves. At the sixth Ministerial session of the World Food 
Council taking place in Arusha, leaders of the Third World have yet again 
asked international agencies and industrialised nations to give them aid 
for identifying their agricultural priorities, preparation of food poli- 
cies, subsidising food imports and improving storage. 


This continent's food production has been deteriorating. The Secretary- 
General of the United Nations, Mr. Kurt Waldheim, estimates that Africa 
has 10 per cent lese food available per person now than 10 years ago. This 
food is distributed unevenly and it is therefore further estimated that 100 
million Africans get less than the minimum daily nutrition required. 


It is clear therefore that the African governments have not taken the is- 
sue of food seriously. Whatever statements they make in international for- 
ums, they alone are responsible for identifying the main areas for develop- 
ment. They have in the past chosen to ignore food and food-related prob- 
lems. In the past, when they have invested in agriculture, they have been 
too concerned about export crops which supposedly would have earned them 
foreign exchange. Thus, many have allowed multinationals to take some of 
the best agricultural land to grow fruits and vegetables for the external 
market. Multinationals also have land for growing traditional cash crops 
like sugar cane, tea, coffee or sisal and livestock for the external mar- 
ket. The same African governments have been pushing their peasant produ- 
cers to get in on the so-called “export bonanza" by growing the same crops. 


These agricultural strategies have had the basic effect of removing good 
land from producing food crops. African governments have also poured man- 
power and other resources into export crops. When fertiliser is avail- 
able, it is only for the cash crops. When agricultural specialists are 
trained, they are moved to the departments handling export crops. The 
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latest technologies are similarly slated for the export-oriented agricul- 
ture. Thus we have the anomalies of sahalian countries exporting melons 

and other fruits and vegetables--grown under irrigation--to France when they 
cannot grow millet. We have countries like Botewana exporting a lot of 

beef which is so expensive that the indigenous people cannot afford it. 


The supreme irony of this so-called agricultural strategy is that the prices 
of the exported products are controlled by trading houses outside the reach 
of the African nations. Thus, how much foreign exchange is brought into 

the country depends on world demand and decisions made elsewhere. Often, 
these decisions work to the detriment of most export crop producers. The 
processors and traders make more out of the crops than the farmers. 


If African countries would centre their agricultural strategy on producing 
food for the individual country, they would put resources on food crops 

for which there would be an internal market under their control. This would 
be a stable market not tied to foreign currency fluctuations. 


It is true that food storage technology has lagged behind in this continent. 
Yet the solutions are not necessarily going to be imported wholesale. Take 
grain storage for example. The storage systems which exist in the temper- 
ate regions are so massive they will only make sense at provincial or na- 
tional level. This is primarily a problem of scale. At the same time, pea~ 
sant producers appear to have forgotten traditional storage techniques 

which used to work well and efficiently in terms of controlling pest and 
moisture losses. Given existing labour shortages, new storage techniques 
must be introduced using modern materials. The traditional ones are either 
not available or cost more than modern materials. 


The leaders of this continent also ought to note that food productivity per 
acre has been dropping since land is relatively limited and therefore na- 
tural fallow is no longer possible. There is serious soil erosion and ade- 
quate nutrition is not being returned to the soil. They should improve 

the situation by controlling erosion which directly leads to increased pro- 
ductivity. Rather than keep moaning about fertilisers, which are beyond 
the reach of the majority of farmers, natural manures should be encouraged 
since they are within the reach of most people. 


The conference in Arusha will produce elaborate resolutions which we are 
sure have been produced by other conferences before. What is important 
for this continent is for our leaders to accept that we ourselves are re- 
sponsible for our future development. If we have the will we can begin to 
do things for ourselves. As far as food is concerned, we had better start 
soon because, if do we deo not act, some of the present as well as the fu- 
ture generations will be deprived of food. It may also result in insta- 
bility in the political arena as has been shown in Liberia.

MP URGES REMEDIAL MEASURES TO SAVE THE LAND

[Text] Kenya is slowly turning into a desert and remedial measures are 
needed to save the land, Nyando MP Onyango Midika said. 


Mr. Midika suggested that immediate action be taken to initiate sufficient 
irrigation schemes throughout the country. 


He said this while moving and replying to debate on a freelance motion call- 
ing for the intensification of irrigation schemes to improve crop produc- 
tion and eliminate famine. 


The MP said only one-third of Kenya's land was still arable. The rest was 
arid but could be made productive if irrigation schemes were given priority. 


He said members of the Irrigation Board, Ministry of Agriculture staff 
and co-operatives officers should be sent to Israel to study irrigation 
schemes there. 


He said it was sad that potentially productive areas such as Kitui had 
to be left untapped because of lack of water. 


Mr. Midika said an enormous amount of water was being wasted in the coun- 
try "despite all the education and knowledge we have". 


He said the Government should not continue to waste funds on feasibility 
studies concerning matters which were obvious. "There was no need for 

the Government to have spent Sh. 5 million on carrying out feasibility stud- 
ies on Yala and Ahero swamps," he said. 


The MP called on agricultural extension officers to stop "dressing like 
bridegrooms and cycling along the like road inspectors" and instead go 
into farms and advise farmers. 











"We do not want to believe that co-operative officers and these extension 
officers are the ones misleading our people,” he said. 


Moving an amendment to the motion, Agriculture Minister James Osogo said 
Mr. Midika had been very helpful to the Government in raising issues af- 
fecting farmers. 


He said the motion was acceptable in principle, although several irriga- 
tion schemes were already under way in various parts of the country. 


"All of us are now very much concerned about food production and any sug- 
gestion as to how we should improve in this sphere is highly welcome." 


He said the recent bitter experience of famine in Kenya had taught many 


wananchi to exploit all available arable land. He promised that irriga- 
tion schemes would be intensified to supplement these efforts.

19786-1979 PUBLIC DEBT NOTED

(Text) Kenya's public debt wae Sh. 15.8 billion at December 31. 


According to the statement of the public debt, contained in the report of 
the Controller and Auditor-General, Mr. D. G. Njoroge on public accounts 
for the year 1978/79, most of the money in the debt will have to be re- 
paid between now and 2029. 


The money, given to Kenya by various governments, financial inetitutions and 
development agencies, is spread over repayment periods ranging from five 
to 40 years. 


Interest rates aleo range from zero to 10 per cent. 


On the relative sinking funds loan accounts, Kenya owed the London account 
63,076,920 whereas the local account stood at 6318,580,820 by the end of 
last year. 


The report revealed that the short-term loan account stood at 6117 ,670,554 
while the statement on outetanding loans was 6274,535,316. 


The Kenya Government has also made certain financial guarantees to various 
institutions to the tune of &233,900,376. 


On the country's subscriptions to international organisations to which she 
is affiliated, the report said a total of 69,064,059 had been issued to six 
major institutions so far. 


The loans, the statement added, have been secured to finance various pro- 
jects ranging from housing to road construction. 


The report said the bulk of the money will go towards development projects 
related to agriculture and settlement.

MINISTER RELEASES ‘ECONOMIC SURVEY 1980'

[Text] Kenya's bosses have been told to tighten their belts. 


And unless the big spenders cut down on the good life, the Government will 
make them feel the pinch. 


The warning was sounded yesterday by Economic Planning Minister Z. Onyonka. 


Releasing the "Economic Survey 1980", the Minister said many private firms 
were asking the Government to allow price increases on local ly-manufactured 
goods. But on close scrutiny of their accounts, it was revealed that these 
companies were paying massive salaries and providing luxury housing, expen- 
sive transport, school fees and other perks for their top management. 


The Kenyan consumer wae therefore being asked to subsidise the managements' 
high living by paying more for their goods, said Dr. Onyonka. 


The Government could not allow these price increases and managers, along 
with everyone else, should tighten their belte in the coming year, he added. 


The perks and high salaries enjoyed by top management of parastatals were 
also being examined, said the Minister. 


Although no legislation was envisaged to fix the salaries of top manage- 
ment, the Government was concerned about this and would not approve price 
increases for locally made products if company accounts showed large ex- 
penditure for top management. 


The tragedy was that some companies paid paltry wages to their workers. 
"What is most disturbing is that Kenya is now developing into a high-cost 
economy, especially in the private sector," said the Minister. 
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"Companies are pampering their senior management, making losses and hoping 
the Government will increase the price of their goods when they pay miser- 
able wages to their workere," he warned, 


The salaries and perks given to top management were out of line with what 
they could earn in other sectors of the Kenyan economy, or even abroad, he 
said. 


Thie makes Kenyan goode too high-priced in export markets. <A more rational 
salary atructure for top managere, based on what Kenya can afford, needs to 
be worked out, he said. 


Commenting on a recent report in the NATION about the amount Kenya had to 
pay in settlement of outetanding tesues of the defunct East African Commun- 
ity, he eaid the meeting in Arusha was on matters of procedure and not on 
subsetantative fesues for an agreement. 


To say that Kenya had to pay a certain amount was jumping the gun because 
these were mere proposals in the etudy made by a World Bank expert and not 
yet agreed to by any one of the partner States. 


The amount to be paid would only be determined at the end of the talks 
later thie year he said. 


Kenya's economic performance for the past year was described as "mixed" 
by the Minister. 


The economy grew by 3.1 per cent, which was among the lowest growth rates 
in the last decade, and well below the 8.8 per cent recorded in 1977. 


For the coming year, the forecast growth of 5.4 per cent contained in the 
recent White Paper was too optimistic and a figure of between 2.5 and 3.5 
per cent was more realistic, he said. 


Inflation had risen to 13.5 per cent. But due to the Presidential direc- 
tive on employment, a total of 75,488 jobe had been created up to April 
1980. This made a total of 1,156,000 people employed in the formal sector 
of the economy, said Dr. Onyonka. 


Foreign Exchange spending on of] was 61.5 million last year due to a doub- 
ling of oil prices. This amounted to 28.5 per cent of all Kenya's export 
earnings. 


Thies year, with a further 50 per cent increase in oil prices the Kenya's 
oil bill will go up to 6220 million.

MOMBASA PORT DEVELOPMENT PLAN

[Text] The Kenya Porte Authority will spend more than Sh. 700 million dur- 
ing the current Development Plan to modernise and provide new facilities 
for Mombasa Port. 


This was announced by Transport and Communications Minister Henry Kosgey 
yesterday at the official opening of a UN seminar. 


The two-week fourth UNCTAD seminar is being attended by representatives 
of 16 countries. 


The Minister told them: "Port planning at Mombasa, now synchronised with 
the national Five-Year Development Plan 1979-83, has taken all these fac- 
tore into consideration and a number of projects have been completed and are 
due for official commissioning soon." 


He said the projects included container terminals at berths 16, 17 and 18, 
modernisation of other port facilities and provision of modern handling 
equipment, completion of the Bandari College for Staff Training, provision 
of cold storage and extension of administrative offices. 


"All these projects are estimated to cost over Sh. 700 million during the 
Plan period." 


He said: “In seaborne trade between countries such as ours, port facili- 
ties play a major role as an interchange between sea and land transport 
systems, and everyone of us is now struggling against the esealating costs 
in order to sustain our port industries and to keep trade flowing between 
our various trading partners." 


The Minister expressed appreciation of efforts by UNCTAD to organise semi- 
nare on the subject. 


“Gearing in mind that expenditure on port development and handling equipment 
invariably calls for large investments in foreign exchange, I would venture 
to suggest that a careiul appraisal of selected projects planned for devel- 
opment should always be undertaken before commitment to large-scale port 
expansion.

HYPOCRITES IN GOVERNMENT SHOULD BE MADE TO RESIGN

[Text] All Kenyans must have been extremely shocked by the news that one 
billion shillings earmarked for development and wages of public servants 
wae returned to the Treasury during the last fiscal year despite a general 


outcry over pending development programmes. 


Almost all parte of Kenya need good roads, good schools, water supply and 
modern health facilities. 


Yet those who are given the responsibility of looking after this important 
aspect of Kenya's development-~an aspect which brings together all the 
problems named above--fail to use one bili‘on shillings supposed to help 
wananchi. 


Of this amount Sh. 10.3 million was returned to the Treasury because people 
were not employed by the Government during the year to earn that money. 

Who will believe that the Government had money to employ wananchi and yet 
some big bosses somewhere in their big offices just refused to create the 
jobs? Is it really true that there are no jobs for the unemployed wananchi 
even when the money is available to pay them? Are there enough houses for 
the wananchi? Are all the roads in Kenya in good condition? Why were the 
unemployed wananchi not given the opportunity to earn a living by being em- 
ployed to do these important development-oriented jobs? 


It appears as if somebody somewhere made a terrible mistake in forgetting 
what the Nyayo philosophy demands. I am saying this because it was Presi- 
dent Moi himself who ordered that there should be more jobs created in 
both the private and public sectors for unemployed wananchi. 


It is indeed very puzzling that when the private sector took the President's 
directive seriously and created the job opportunities, some officers in the 
Government were unable to do so even though they had the money to do so. 
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All this information, of course, has been obtained from the report of the 
Controller and Auditor-General, Mr. D. G. Njoroge, who also reveals that 
during the year 1978-79 a eum of Sh, 190.8 million was overepent by various 
Ministries, 


What I cannot understand is why some money given to some officers to spend 
on certain projects is not used properly, and yet more or less the same of- 
ficers overspend for projects not officially approved. 


It seems there is a lack of organisation somewhere and the sooner these mat~- 
tere are looked into the better it will be for all wananchi. Ask any 
wananchi and he will tell you that the same officers are the ones normally 
seen in bare talking about the need for development in Kenya. 


They are the same people who are always organising Harambee meetings to 
raise money to build schools, roads and hospitals. What explanation are 
they likely to give the people for having so much Government money geared 
for development, yet they did not take the trouble to use it? 


Ie being given Government money to use for various development projects 
and refusing to use it not the same as refusing to give a sick man medi- 
cine? Why should Kenya have "doctors" who do not want to administer medi- 
cine to their patients’ 


Mr. Njoroge made it quite clear that the under-expenditure was mainly caused 
by non-implementation of development projects. Now which officer in the 
Government can refuse to implement Government development projects and then 
shout Nyayo? 


It seems to me there are a lot of hypocrites around pretending to by Nyayo 
people! 


When there is Government money supposed to be used for development purposes, 
and it is not used, the sufferer is normally the mwananchi who would have 
benefitted if the money was correctly used. An officer who makes an ordi- 
nary mwananchi in Kenya suffer--and apparently does so quite deliberately-- 
cannot claim to have the interest of his country at heart. 


Maybe proper investigations should be conducted to find out what was the 
real motive for the officers concerned to try and stop the good progress 
of this nation by refusing to use one billion shillings given to them. 


They must be made to answer these questions because if they are not they 
will repeat the mistakes they made to the detriment of this nation. 


A good officer interested in the development of Kenya should always demand 
more money to implement various development projects. But when he locks it 
up in his draw while wananchi are suffering then he is committing the same 
sin as that of a parent who neglects his or her children. Kenya should 
have no room for such people. : 4 
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As I eaid before, the President ordered that there should be an employment 
increase of 10 per cent, yet poste in various Ministries remained vacant 
throughout the year! 


Other aspects which contributed to the gross underexpenditure in the Govern- 
ment included lack of personnel, laxity on the part of technical staff and 
heavy dependence on foreign aid and technical assistance. 


Mr. Njoroge discovered a meses in a number of accounts submitted to him by 
various Ministries. He eaid that one of the most unsatisfactory features 
in these accounts is the situation which has existed for some time now, but 
which was particularly evident thie year (1978-79), whereby certain Minis- 
tries submitted "clearly wrong accounte". 


He said chat the indications were that the accounts had been prepared hur- 
riedly and without due care. Yet after submitting "wrong accounts", some 
accountants proceeded on leave and were not even available for consultation 
whenever the need arose. This is a very bad state of affairs. 


It seems to me like there is an urgent need for some people to change their 
attitude and be more concerned about the development of this nation. If 
they find it difficult to do so, then they should go back to the land and 
let new blood do their important jobs. 


If there are any hypocrites in the Establishment, why don't they resign? 
Why?

BRITISH TUITION INCREASE PROTESTED

[Text] London, Wednesday. Kenya's High Commissioner in London, Mr. Shad- 
rack Kimalel, has said that Kenya's efforts to achieve self-sufficiency in 
manpower training have been hampered by Britain's decision to increase 
tuition fees for foreign students at UK universities. 


In an addvess to students and teachers at Rolle College, Exmouth, South- 
West England, recently, Mr. Kimalel expressed deep appreciation to Bri- 
tain for enabling Kenyan students to pursue further education in British 
institutions. He, however, deplored the British government's decision to 
increase fees which he said, will make it difficult for Kenya to send a 
reasonable number of students to British universities in future. 


The High Commissioner was speaking at an occasion organised by African stu- 
dents at the college to bid farewell to 22 Kenyan graduate teachers who 
have completed their two-year degree course. 


The college principal, Mr. Francie Cammearts, described as "tragic, appal- 
ling and totally unacceptable" the British decision to increase tuition 
fees for students from foreign countries, most of whom were poorer than 
Britain. 


Mr. Cammearts, a former professor in the faculty of education at the Uni- 
versity of Nairobi, reiterated that it was neither possible nor politically 
defensible for poor countries like Kenya to raise the kind of fees now re- 
quired. 


He said that if British teachers fail to influence their government to re- 
scind the decision this year, they, assisted by their colleagues from other 
Commonwealth countries, will continue to admit overseas students into 
British institutions. He said the students contributed immensely in making 
their British colleagues as well as citizens understand problems pertaining 
to foreign lands.

USES OF MOLASSES BASED POWER ALCOHOL MUST BE DETERMINED

[Text] In attempts to satiate energy guzzling cars, several countries 
have developed methods of getting power alcohol from crops as a substi- 
tute for petrol. 


The dilemma facing many countries is whether to feed cars or people from 


agricultural products. The power alcohol industry has just been introduced 
to Kenya. 


The country should decide soon how it is going to use the power alcohol 
industry before its growth, since it can turn parasitic on existing agri- 
cultural production or be used to open new areas to agricultural produc- 
tion. The choices should be made before the planned factories are com 
missioned since there might be a need to relocate them. 


The two planned power alcohol plante hope to use molasses, a sugar indus- 
try derivative, as the raw material. Some 135,000 tons of molasses were 
produced in 1979. This year it is estimated that the production will be 
178,000 tons. Up to now, 60 per cent of the molasses production had been 
exported as animal feed. It is estimated that 3 per cent is returned to 
the fields as fertiliser, or dumped. The remainder is used essentially 
in livestock feed in the country. Lately, animal feed manufacturers have 
not been getting enough molasses since its export has been rising. 


At the moment, the picture of molasses supplies in the future is confusing. 
The problem is of getting reliable data. The independent sugar factories 
have not released their sugar cane productivity data. The publicly avail- 
able figures are based on UN estimates. If the KSA has the actual produc- 
tivity information, it also has not released it. 


However, there is reason to believe that sugar cane productivity per hec- 
tare has been underestimated. For example, the World Bank, in feasibility 
studies of the new factory at Awendo in South Nyanza, estimated that sugar 
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cane productivity would be 120 tons but it has turned out to be 150 tons. 
Thus, the debate on whether to build two or four factories seems to be based 
on "guess". That is dubious planning. 


The sugar industry is extremely sensitive to changes in the weather. 

Since 1978, the weather has been favourable to sugar production. As a 
result of total sugar production, and the related molasses production, 

have risen. It is improvement in the industry which has led to the cur- 
rent optimism about utilising molasses for power alcohol. Since Govern- 
ment is a significant investor in the industry we would like to advise cau- 
tion on such optimism for various reasons. 


There are limited areas in the country where sugar is viable. 


Eesentially, in areas of the Western sugar zone, farming the crop is com- 
peting with growing food crops. The area, which used to be a net exporter 
of maize, has become a net importer. The areas under legumes have also 
been drastically reduced. Overall, the food picture will continue to de- 
teriorate in the Western sugar zone as more farmers eeek the higher returns 
of sugar cane as opposed to maize and legumes. Their nutrition will de- 
teriorate rather than improve, as is the hope of the Government. It is 
conceivable that the coastal sugar zone could be expanded. However, Coast 
Province is a net importer of all foodstuffs. Will it be wise to expand 
sugar in this region of chronic food shortage? We do not think so. The 
new areas at the coast should be put to food crops to ensure regional self- 
sufficiency in normal years. 


Power alcohol refining capacity based on molasses will in future compete 
with the demands of the meat and milk industry which the Government plans 
to expand to alleviate the extensive protein deficiency of the nation. It 
is more important to feed the majority of this nation than to make alcohol 
for the affluent few. Thus, surplus molasses should be channelled to pro- 
ducing stock feed since there is a shortage now. 


If in the future the molasses based power alcohol refining capacity exceeds 
the supply of molasses either as a result of building more plants, or of 
expanding the capacity of the ones being build, it is not unrealistic to 
envisage the sugar refining plants being run inefficiently to produce less 
white sugar and more molasses since ownership in both industries overlaps. 


This fear has already been expressed by some officials. It is an eventual- 
ity which should not be allowed to happen since white sugar has become a 
major export. In 1980, it is projected that 150,000 tons of white sugar 
will be exported. This should earn the country foreign exchange. The 
world prices are encouraging having risen by 45 per cent since March. It 
therefore makes sense to concentrate on exporting white sugar rather than 
planning alcohol exports. 











Similarly, we are not eure about the local demand for power alcohol. Even 
if such a demand exists in the future, it will be from a small section of 
society. 


Power alcohol plans ought to concentrate on agricultural wastes and other 
crops sources of raw materiale which do not compete with the production of 
sugar. Cassava is such a crop. It happens to be viable in the semi-arid 
ecological zone where there is not as much land and population pressure 
as the sugar zone. These are areas where to date there is not an estab- 
lished cash crop. Coffee waste is net utilised at the moment. Its poten- 
tial needs urgent study. In Kenya's quest for renewable energy resources 
it would also be prudent to put efforte on euphorbia grase species. 


They do not produce power alcohol but hydrocarbons. Research elsewhere 
has established the efficiency of the species. It grows in extremely dry 
regions. At the moment, the dry areas of Kenya are not utilised for mean- 
ingful production. They also carry less population than most other areas. 
This would, in our opinion, be an area worth channelling investment into. 


The country should not be railroaded into supporting the building of fac- 
tories which may turn out to be white elephants.

MEMBERS OF MILITARY ANXIOUS TO CONSOLIDATE POWER

IN TOL. BE RT'S time the slogans of the day 
in Liberia were “Total Involvement for 
Higher Heights’; “From Mats to 
Mattresses’. Now the slogan of the so-called 
revolution is “In His Cause of the People, 
the Struggle Continues”. Continue it 
certainly does, but where the struggle is 
leading and if in fact it is in the cause of the 
masses are both debatable points. 


It's now over seven weeks since Master 
Sergeant Doe led 15 fellow NCO's, mainly 
of his own Krahn tribe, to overthrow 
President William R. Tolbert, and although 
there has been talk of a new Liberia, the old 
structures remain with new faces in power. 
Some disgruntled Liberians are already 
muttering under their breath: “Same taxi, 
different driver. Where to turn to?’ 


As the new Justice Minister Chea 
Cheapoo says: “It's a military govern- 
ment’’; the constitution has been suspended 
and although new courts have been set up, 
many of those picked to serve on them such 
as the popular former Justice Emma 
Walser, are not even in the country. 

There are already growing splits within 
the country, caused initially by the 
formation of the People's Redemption 
Council — the PRC. The PRC was made up 
of Master Sergeant Doe and his 15 fellow 
conspirators. Former Staff Sergeant, now 
Brigadier General, Thomas Quiwonkpa, a 
member of the Gio tribe and now head of 
the army, is quick to point out that Doe was 
chosen as the new head of state because, as 


master sergeant, he was the highest-ranking 
NCO involved in the coup. 


Why did the coup come from the lower 
ranks, rather than the more educated 
officers? Liberia’ s new Minister of Defence, 


PRC is already aware of this resentment 
and has enlarged its council ranks to 18, 
with nine co-members, people of different 
tribal groupings.

On the domestic front, the military, 
despite official statements that things have 
already returned to normal and that 
arrangements have been made to provide 
commodities, jobs and opportunities 
deficiem during the previous government, 
will have to prove themselves men of action 
rather than of words. 

On the surface, life in Monrovia is indeed 
calm, mainly because of the mass arrests. 
The sounds of frequent machine-gun fire, 
looting and general intimidation have 
subsided, although it was little more than a 
week ago that Army Commanding General 
Thomas Quiwonkpa appealed through the 
newspapers“. . . to the men and women in 
arms to stop the intimidation ... and not 
make the revolution look ugly to our 
people”. But the tension caused by the 
detention of over 500 people, restlessness 
attributable to the non-functioning of 
government ministries, public corporations 
and private businesses as well as the 
common fear of being pointed to as 
“counter revolutionary” of a “~longing to 
“the corrupt Tolbert Government” has leh 
Monrovia a virtual tinderbon. 


From all indications, I iberia’s NCOs see 
themselves as the reincarnation of Ghana's 
Fit. -Lt. Jerry Rawlings and his AF RC, and 
have even gone as far as freely adapting 
much from Ghana, including such 
words as “Redemption Council”. But the 
fact that there's very little real parallel 
between the AFRC and the PRC could well 
be at the root of Liberia's future problems. 


Unlike Jerry Rawlings and the AFRC, 
who withdrew after the dramatic overthrow 
and execution of higher-ranking army 
officers, Sergeant Doe and his PRC intend 
to stay in power for an unspecified time, 
despite popular demand that t name a 
date. Lt.-Colonel Henry Zuo, Army 
Chief of Staff, recently declared that there 








wile HR Copan ues at eRe [ha 
civihan rule aod that the army would remain 
inpower untilitfell rampant corruption had 
been eradicated. However, it is significant 
that the PRC and its cabinet have ignored 
the popular calls to declare their assets now, 
in order to prevent future accusations, This, 
coupled with the numerous and knowa 
incidents of military theft since the April 
12 coup have left Liberians increasingly 
wary of the Doe regime. 


Secondly, an important difference not to 
he ignored between Ghana's AFRC and the 
PRC is the much higher educational 
standards of the Ghanaian officers, A 
Liberian has likened the new regime to the 
fairy tale of ' The Emperor's New Clothes”, 
due to the tendency to take it at fee value. 
Por a start, even soldiers have complained 
of the new government's hesitame to use 
edison a criterion for military 
promotions, in addition to the allegations of 
choices mode on the basis of tribulism. But 
for the most part the Liberian public has 
become accustomed to the sight of Master 
Sergeant Doe painstakingly reading the 
statements composed his more 
intellectual advisers. For those who object, 
it is unsafe to Say $0. 

Only two weeks ago five men and four 
women were seized from a private house 
gothering and taken to the MP Quarters and 
the Post Stockade at Monrovia’s Barclay 
Training Centre, for discussing Sergeant 
Doe's literacy level. The women were 
released after a day with only the loss of 
their shoes and jewellery, while the five 
men remained in detention for three days, 
each receiving 25 lashes daily. 

Consequently, one cause for serious 
apprehension has been the question of 
whether the civilian cabinet, without which 
the military has nochance of ruling Liberia, 
is a willing partner in the perpetuation of 
the Doe regime. It seems they are, for the 
most part, and reliable sources even tell of 
one cabinet member who made a protest 
against discussing the issue of civilian rule at 
a recent PRC meeting. The extent to which 
the cabinet influences the military is, like 
most other things in Liberia at the moment. 
a sensitive subject. 

With almost all the top-level professional 
personnel of the Tolbert administration 
safely, and uncomfortably, put behind bars, 








the bakbune of the new covshan elite 
prered together with members of the PPP 
(People's —1 vive Party) wid MOJA 
(Movement for Justee in Africa), the 
former opposition, Of these, the ho 
have emerged to the forefront are “PP 
leader Gabriel Baccus Matthews, MOJA 
chairman Dr, Togha Nah Tipoteh and Dr, 
George Boley, who is affiliated with the 
PPP.

A return to civilian rule 
would mean his loss of portfolio. 


Baccus Matthews has left no doubt of his 
support for the PRC and of his belief in their 
ability effectively to manage Liberia. But 
looking deeper beneath the revolutionary 
motives, there emerges a picture of a 
continuing power struggle with MOJA. If 
given a choice between the PPP and the 
MOJA forces, which consist of mostly 
professionals, intellectuals and organised 
workers and which presents a more 
moderate front open to domestic dialogue, 
Liberians would certainly opt for MOJA in 
any general clection al the moment. MOJA 
would also be most likely to attract those 
professionals who manned the infrastruc- 
ture of the Tolbert Government. For this 
reason, the PPP seems to have little 
immediate desire todo away with the rule of 
the gun. In fact, reliable sources close to the 
new government chum that Master Sergeant 
Dive has aleudy sonmoned Mr Rai Cibala, a 
Krahn and VPP mewher, from the US 
where he was the president of the Union of 
Liberian Student Organisations. These 
sources say that Mr Ghala has heen assured 
by Master Sergeant Doe that he will hoacome 
Liberia's next President upon the 
hand over tocivilians I's aho worth noting

Dr. Tipotch, who alo speaks fluent 
Krahn (an important advantage in

ADP MINISTER DISCUSSES FOUR-YEAR DEVELOPMENT PLAN PROJECTS 
Monrovia THE REDEEMER in English 27 May 80 p 4

[Text] Before writing this article, I posed on of the most popularly asked 
questions to the Minister of Action for Development and Progress, Mr Luseni 
Dunzo, as to whether ADP had the technical manpower to do all of the govern- 
ment projects transferred from the Local Government Ministry of Public Works 
to ADP. 


Minister Dunzo explained: “The Ministry of Action for Development and 
Progress does have enough technical manpower to directly implement or super- 
vise sub-contractors’ performance in executing all of the government projects. 


He said what was important in the arrangement however we the need for a 
government agency to be directly responsible for the ov. 11 supervision 
of these projects to ensure better accountability, eliminate corruption 
and make sure required designs and standards were met. 


He said there was much room for improvement in the way development plans 
were executed by the various Ministries. As a matter of fact he said, the 
whole country could learn from past experiences. 


“What I believe," he said, “is for engineers, planners, administrators, 
politicians, and people from other disciplines to work together putting 
useful models together in terms of the entire growth and development of 
the country.” 


One would sum up the Minister's comment on the goals for the development of 
Liberia and conclude that the placing of high priority on integrated rural 
development through balanced regional planning is a subject which has been 
dwelled upon in length by many development institutions, including the Cen- 
tral Government, for so long. 


This approach is presently being buttressed by the systematis and analyti- 
cal plans for improving the rural sectors of Liberia thereby making the 
living conditions of the people better. 
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Working along these lines to improve rural areas as a priority project for 
the new Liberian government is a task for the Ministry of Action for Develop- 
ment and Progress, which is charged solely with the responsibility of the 
total transformation of Liberia's rural areas, to revitalizing and contri- 
buting meaningfully and efficiently to national development. 


To help do this, ADP, which is now midway through its transitiona. period, 
has been exerting all efforts in planning, organizing and putting into 
meaningful schemes development projects and programs vital to the develop- 
ment of the present Liberia. 


Among such on-gciag projects which are included in the Ministry's Four-Year 
Development plan for the rural areas and urban sectors include the over 

two hundred and sixty-one thousand dollars Maternity Center Annex, 45 
percent of which has been completed. 


This annex would alleviate the long-standing problems of congestion of 
patients at the Center, which, at times forced doctors to place two or 
three patients in one bed. 


Another immediate on-going project is the Grand Gedeh Central Prison, 

better known as the “Palace for Correction," which would be used to rehabili- 
tate prisoners and make them useful after being discharged. Phase Two of 

the prison is completed and is now being utilized. 


Sut that is not all. To better monitor the construction of health facili- 
ties throughout Liberia so as to maximize government as well as foreign 
donor's resources for the improvement of the health condition of the majority 
of the people of Liberia, ADP is presented engaged in several construction 
works on behalf of the Ministry of Health and Social Welfare. 


ADP would be able to, in 1980/81, complete four health centers and five 
hospitals which plans are in the offing. These include the 75-bed Troitta 
Hospital in Nimba County, and health centers in Swenken, Grand Gedeh County, 
Sasstown Territory and in Bahn, Nimba County. 


To these on-going projects are the reconstruction of the hospitals in 
Buchanan, Grand Bassa County and Greenville, Sinoe County. Meanwhile plan 
for the construction of a 17-bed health center in Rivercess, the Antoinette 
Tubman Child Welfare Institution in Virginia, Montserrado County, the 
expansion work on the Tubman National Institute of Medical Arts (TNIMA), 
School for the Deaf, Nursing School dormitory at the Phebe Hospital in 

Bong County and the Midwifery Training Center in Harper, Maryland County 
are in progress and will be completed by 1981. 


All in all, by the end of fiscal 1981, ADP would have constructed for 
Liberia over 50 health posts, six centers and three hospitals. 


Unlike previous arrangements under which the Ministry of Action for Develop- 
ment and Progress constructed schools upon the request of local citizens, 
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4 new approach has been instituted which is bound to work effectively, 
provided the Central government gives very logistic support. 


In its four-year development plans, the ADP Ministry will construct 12 
secondary schools which will run from grades seven to twelve. It will 
also construct 22 community schools from primary to grade six. 


All of these schools on the secondary level will have enrollment capacity 
of over 600 students while the community schools will be able to enroll 
over 500 students, both will be equipped with modern facilities. 


Water is as vital to man's survival as the air he breathes. He needs it 
only for himself, but for crops and animals on which he depends for food. 
In this regard, and by the end of the Four-Year Plans, ADP would have 
answered the question on how much water is needed for the rapid population 
growth of Liberia. 


Also at the end of the Four-Year Plan, ADP would have dug or drilled over 
392 wells in Grand Cape Mount County, 578 in Lofa County, 321 in Bong 
County, 379 in Maryland County, 338 in Grand Gedeh County, 500 in Nimba 
County, 448 in Grand Bassa County and 388 in Montserrado County. 


Already, there are over 49 dug or drilled wells in Grand Cape Mount County, 
about 98 in Lofa County, over 60 in Bong Country, about 61 in Maryland 
County, while 49 are in Grand Gedeh County. There are about 70 dug or 
drilled wells in Nimba Country, about 80 in Grand Bassa County and about 

45 in Montserrado County. 


Road constructions during the Four-Year Development Plan have been divided 
into Four Phases. Phase One, which begins this year, entails the recondi- 
tioning and reconstrucing of all existing farm-to~market roads to an esta- 
blished standard. 


Phase two will be the construction of 30-mile feeder roads in productive 
agricultural and natural resource areas of Liberia. Phases Three and Four 
would be the reconditioning and maintenance of all road projects.

TAX OFFICIAL NOTES POST-COUP TAX COLLECTION SURGE

[Text] There has been a marked improvement in the collection of Government 
taxes since the April 12 coup, Internal Revenue Commissioner Henry P. 
Walker disclosed here yesterday. 


Revealing this at a press conference at the Ministry of Finance, the Com 
missioner noted that although his Bureau had a previous projection of $130,000 
for the month of April 1980, an amount of $290,000 which covers Real Estate 
Taxes has been collected for that month. 


The Commissioner attributed this to the daily influx of tax conscious 
citizens who are determined to meet up with their tax obligations. 


However, Mr Walker observed that the new surge in tax collection was a 
deviation from the Tolbert's days when the “rich lords" of the land blatantly 
refused to meet up with their tax commitments. 


While expressing optimism about the future of revenue collection in Liberia, 
the Commissioner indicated that for a stronger method of soliciting taxes 
from the public. He said that with the current tax laws, his Bureau has 
been given a passive stance with regard to the collection of taxes. 


Asked whether business affected during the April 12 coup would be granted 
tax privileges, the Comnissioner said that he has not received a mandate to 
that effect. 


On the exclusion of the unemployed rural dwellers from paying hut tax, he 
said that the laws ' h compel rc iral dwellers to meet up with tax obliga- 
tions have been legislated. He indicated, however, that if there is any 
decree abolishing the payment of hut taxes, the decree will be enforced to 
the letter.

HUNDREDS OF JOBSEEKERS DEMAND EMPLOYMENT

The spokesman explained that a few months ago, the construction company 
appealed to the Ministry of Labor to help in securing qualified personnel 
to aid in the construction of the proposed complex. 


Continuing, the spokesman revealed that the General Manager is out of the 
country and that the Project Manager has not yet arrived to take up his 
post. This situation he noted, caused the de’-v for which the Ministry 
has asked applicants to wait until the comp 3 Management was ready to 
employ them. This, he said, the applicants cefused to do. 


However, when contacted, a spokesman for the group disclosed that for nearly 
four months, they have been seeking contractual employment but were told 
by the Labor Ministry authorities to wait. 


He noted that the last time they met with the labor authorities, they wer » 
assured of employment with the company by May 26, adding that "now we 
have refused to accept any further postponement for employment." 


Earlier this month, the Liberian Government and Liberia/Libya holding 
Company signed a $6.7 million contract for the construction of a nine-storey, 
to construct the complex was awarded to Buccimazza Industrial Works of 

Italy and is to be located opposite the Monrovia City Hall. 
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Meanwhile, the Ministry spokesman has appealed to the angry applicants to 
exercise patience and restraint in their actions since it was the preroga- 
tive of the construction company's management .o employ them and not that 
of the Ministry of Labor, Youth and Sports.

LINSU URGES PRC TO FORM SEVEN COMMISSIONS TO INSURE CHANGE

[Text] The Liberia National Student Union (LINSU), has recommended to the 
People's Redemption Council government of Master Sergeant Samuel K. Doe, 


Head of State, the setting-up of seven Commissions to assure the Liberian 
people that fundamental change is in progress. 





The students named the commissions as “Commission on Governmental Re-organi- 
zation, Return to Constitutional Rule, Housing and Employment, and Land 
Reforms." 


Others are to be known as the commissions on "Confiscation of Monies and 
Properties, On Public Places and Holiday, and The People's Advisory Com- 
mission." 


According to a Position Statement presented to Head of State Doe yesterday 
at the Executive Mansion by LINSU, the functions of the sev n commissions 
shall range from among other things, the review of the current structure 
of the government, its Ministries and autonomous agencies and others; the 
question of land ownership, unemployment, to general policy-making of 
government. 


Each commission, the students told Head of State Doe, should include at 
least one student representative, if their recommendation is acknowledged. 


In other part of the statement, the students called on the PRC to broaden 
its base to include at least two representative soldiers from each of the 
absentee counties and one from each military and paramilitary units. 


They called on the PRC to ensure that each of its members and senior offi- 
cials of government and public corporations declare their assets in about 

two weeks from now. "This is important because," as the students put it, 

"it will be the only way that we will determine how much money each of *cu 
had before you seized power." 
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On education, the students recommended to the PRC government headed by 
Sergeant Doe to structure the entire educational system of Liberia and to 
construct more schools throughout the country. 


The statement which was read by Thomas S. Jaye of the University of Liberia 
Student Union and presented to Head of State Doe by W. Commany Wesseh, 
National President of LINSU, further called on the PRC to ensure that 
education be made absolutely free to all public schools beginning with 

the kindergarten to secondary levels. 


In conclusion, the statement congratulated the men and women in arms who had 
ably performed their duty in the glorious struggle for democracy, peace 

and social progress as exemplified by the dramatic gain made through the 
elimination of what they called a hundred year of tyranny and oppression. 


Responding to the student's statement, Head of State Doe thanked them for 
taking time off to call on the PRC and promised that their recommendations 
will be given timely consideration. 


Following the Mansion ceremony, the students, numbered at little over 3,000 


from all around Monrovia march through the streets of the city with placards 
depicting support for the new regime.

PUBLIC, PRIVATE SECTOR WORKERS SEEK REVIEW OF LABOR LAWS

[Text] Liberian workers from the public and private sectors have recom 
mended that PRC set up a committee comprising workers, lawyers and other 
professionals, to review the country's labor laws and the Liberianization 
program. This they said would provide equal protection for workers and 
management. 


The statement, which was read by Mr John Forkpa, vice president for opera- 
tion, LAMCO Mines Workers Union, noted that the existing laws protected 
only the interest of management to the disadvantage of workers, in that 
section 1508-3 of the laws provides for the dismissal of workers without 
cause. 


Over the years, the statement said, the Tolbert government preached Liberian- 
ization, but at the same time assisted management to import unqualified 
expatriates to do jobs that Liberians were capable of. 


On the question of working conditions, the statement said Liberian workers 
were being used as “human machines" to produce riches for the few who ruled 
the country. 


In order to improve conditions of workers, it noted, particular jobs should 
be performed by particular persons and that ‘obs to be performed by machines 
should be done by machines and not by human beings. 


The statement further said that education in general was used a a political] 
weapon against Liberians because technical schools remained poorly main- 
tained and inadequately equipped and staffed. 


foey called for the renovation of the existing vocational and technical 
‘ustitutions in the country and that the number of technical schools be 
sncreased, improved, equipped and standardized. 
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On Labor unions, Congtesses and federations, the statement added that 
trade unionists in Liberia over the years helped management to exploit 
workers for the fact that they signed dubious contracts that could not 
easily be interpreted, 


The many contracts signed between workers and management the statement 
said, were not adhered to by management primarily because of the alliance 
between management and trade unionists. It said “leaders of labor federa- 
tions and congresses in Liberla were mostly big politicians who do not 
even know the problema of x 


The workers called for the abolivion of the employment of Liberians dis- 
eriminatory categories such as staff and non-etaff, and instead, a compre= 
hensive salary and wage scale structure be introduced according to qualifi- 
cations, 


wy said to alleviate the high unemployment rate in the country incentives 
must be given to more Liberian businessmen to create job opportunities. 
They pledged their support and assured government of their commitment and 
dedication to the building of a new society. 


Before proceeding to the Executive Mansion to pledge their support to the 
new government, the workers marched through the main streets of Monrovia, 
with ,lacards, some of waich read, “Down with unfair labor acta; abolish 
1508-3 of the labor law. “Down with capitaliam, we want trade union reform, 
we want land reforw" and “down with chicken feed wages, equal work, equal 


pay . " 


Responding, Head of State Samuel K. Doe, told management of concessions in 
Liberia not to consider the organization of workers as a threat to the 
smooth operation of their companies. 


He said when workers were properly organized, they were able to discuss 
with management their problems, a course that minimized the danger of strikes 
and walkouts. 


Head of State Doe assured the workers that government would take necessary 
measures to help solve the unemployment situation in the country.

LIBTRACO WAGE AGREEMENT GIVES HIGHEST RECENT MINIMUM WAGE

[Excerpt] The firet highest minimum wage agreement for Liberian workers 
in recent years has been signed between LIBTRACO and the Mechanics and 
Allied Workers Union of the Liberia Federation of Labor Unions. 


Th Union-Management agreement, signed on Tuesday at the Ducor Intercon- 
tinental Hotel, provided a minimum wage of $1 per hours, or $200 monthly 
per worker. 


The agreement further made provision for an hourly iucrement of 20, 19 and 
18 cente for workers covered under categories I, Il, Ill respectively, of 
the Union agreement. 





it also provided a benefit of $1,500 to $2,000 compensation for natural 
death, a comprehensive medicate plan and a maternity leave of three months 
with pay. 


In addition, each Libtraco employee will receive $1.05 cents a day as 
transportation allowance; $17.50 a day for out of town (Monrovia) allowance, 
and a redundancy payment of one month for each year of service. 


The agreement, signed for a three-year period, is negotiable. in the 
event of a higher cost of living, Union and Management will meet and 
negotiate problems as they affect the workers of Libtraco.

DOE WARNS POLICE GUILTY OF CORRUPTION THEY FACE EXECUTION

[Exeerpt) Any police officer found guildy of receiving bribe or involving 
in any corrupt activities would face the firing squad, the Head of State 
and Chairman of the People's Redemption Council, Master Sergeant Samuel K. 
Doe, has warned. 


He said it is the duty of a police officer to enforce the law and bring 
the violator to justice and not to receive bribe f:om the person in order 
to “kill” the case. 


The Head of State gave the warning Tuesday morning when he addressed menm- 
bers of the National Police Force at their headquarters in Monrovia. 


Hie further warned those who engaged in corrupt practices in the past to 
stop it now because, as he put it, “if you don't stop it now something will 
stop you, and that is execution." 


Master Sergeant Doe expressed the importance of oneness between the police 
and soldiers in this revolution and pointed out that it is for this rea- 
son that he increased their salaries shortly after taking over the reins 
of office. 


He then spoke bitterly against sectionalism and tribalism and made it clear 
that the PRC government is for all Liberians and not for certain segments in 
the country.

NEED POR RURAL CHANGE, 'PEROPLE TO AWAKE TO OWN NEEDS' NOTED

[Text] Before April 12, one of the most deprived groups in our society was 
the rural man who was constantly pushed into the urban areas, seeking the 
benefits of modernity--better educational facilities, health facilities 

and hopeful living conditions. But, at last, how frustrating it became 

for the rural man, who, upon entering the urban sectors, found life even 
more depressing for him. 


Thus, it is our belief that one of the first priorities of the Revolution 
is to tackle the problem of ruralization and rejuvenate in the hearts of 
the rural dwellers that the revolutionary thrust for a new society must 
spring from the bowels of the nation--which is in the interior. 


By thie we do not suggest that the rural man must be condemned to a life

Sinoe and Grand Gedeh could become the spring board for rural 
transportation, thus gradually reversing the wave of migration from the 
interior into the coastal cities. 


Another point of importance which should be given urgent attention is 
placing greater emphasis on trade and art work in the high schools in the 
interior. With the interior rich in timber, there is no reason why some 
of the timber industries cannot sponsor classes in wood-work, sculpturing 
and carpentry. 


If the revolution is to serve the interest and welfare of its people, if 
it must address itself to the economic utilization of its resources, then 








ite citizens must identify themselves in a knowledgeable way with the 
proper exploitation of these resources by challenging the opportunities 
which the Revolution has made them become fully aware of. 


Studente should begin to re-examine their own future and see if the curriculae 
in the schools fall in line with the revolutionary goale of the PRC Govern-

MARYLAND COUNTY BUSINESSMEN SUBMIT DEVELOPMENT PROPOSAL

[Text] The re-opening of shipping services to minimize the cost for trans- 
porting goods and other basic commodities to Maryland County is to be intro- 
duced by the Ministry of Commerce. 


A release from the Ministry said this system would also off-set the high 
cost of goode and basic commodities in this part of the country. 


The decision to introduce this system was taken following several proposals 
made to Commerce Minister Joseph Douglas by the Maryland business community 
and marketing association. The shipment of basic commodities and building 
materiale directly from the port of Monrovia to the Port of Harper, also 
forms part of the proposal. 


In a statement presented to the Minister at a meeting held recently at the 
Administrative Building in Harper, the Marylanders said they have suffered 
more than any other political sub-division of the county because of distance 
from Monrovia, inadequacy of port facilities and poor condition of the high- 
way. They added these problems have created a scarcity of basic consumer 
items in that County. 


Among the proposals, the Maryland business community called for uniform 
transportation fare, for investigation into complaints of vendors regard- 
ing the unloading of trucks containing goods destined for the County at 
each check-point along the highway by law enforcement officers. 


They also proposed that the vendors and companies be granted permission to 
order goods directly from foreign countries; that manufacturing concessions 
be made to establish ports for distribution of their products in that County; 
that the price control policy be strictly enforced; transport fares for land 
and air be reduced; that a commercial bank be established in the County; 
that commodities be supplied on regular basis to avoid shortage and that 
auto parts dealers be given incentives to establish branches in the County. 
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Responding the Minister promised to refer their proposal to proper authori-~ 
ties for conaideration. 


While in Harper, the Minister and his eight-man party toured a number of 


industrial establishments, including the Port of Harper and the sugar fac~ 
tory.

MINISTER: NO EXPULSIONS OF FOREIGNERS, THEIR SAFETY INSURED

[Text) Citizens of neighboring African countries have been assured of full 
protection in Liberia, inepite of the fact that some member~-countries of the 
Economic Community of West African States (ECO-WAS) have exhibited hostile 
attitudes and behavior towards the Government of the People's Redemption 
Council (PRC). 


The assurance was given by the Minister of Planning and Economic Affairs, 

Dr. Togbah-Nah Tipoteh, on Sunday in an elaborate interview with the Managing 
Editor of INTERNATIONAL OBSERVER, a monthly magazine based in New Orleans, 
Louisiana, U. S. A. 


Answering a question related to rumors that citizens from such hostile West 
African countries may be expelled from Liberia as Ghana did a few years 
ago, during the late Dr. Busia's regime, Dr. Tipoteh said: "There is not a 
grain of truth to such rumors. In fact, our Government is going an extra 
mile with respect to assuring citizens from neighboring countries. 


"Now such citizens have fuller opportunities to participate in the economy 
and, also, not to view themselves as foreigners but as fellow brothers and 
sisters. What I may suggest is that whenever anybody comes up with such 
rumors, ask the person to produce any piece of concrete evidence to sub- 
stantiate them.” 


The US-based Managing Editor, Mr. A. B. Assensoh, a former Editor of the 
defunct DAILY LISTENER and the two other weeklies published in Monrovia by 
Mr. C. C. Dennis, Sr., dedicated the June 1980 issue of INTERNATIONAL OB- 
SERVER to the Liberian Revolution led by Master-Sergeant Samuel K. Doe. 


Missionaries 
Touching on the question of missionaries [text missing] 


In answer to a question about the safety of missionaries in Liberia, Dr. 
Tipoteh noted: "We do not know what you have heard about the situation of 
missionaries in Liberia, but most of the missionaries are still working 
peacefully. We only remain hopeful that the American missionaries, [text 
missing) the ghettoes of America. 
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"We do appreciate people who want to help us to build hospitals, schools 
and to teach others in one way or another, but we want to help them also 
to recognize that they have problema in their own countries," he added, 


Emphasizing that the Liberian Government headed by Master-Sergeant Doe will 
continue to ensure the safety of all foreigners within ite borders, Dr. 
Tipoteh asserted that "The concern about the missionaries came about a6 a 
result of the activities of the previous Vice President, bishop Bennie 
Warner of the United Methodist Church. 


"He was supposed to be in Texas; he came to the Ivory Coast and announced 
that he had set up a government-in-exile, and that he was preparing a group 
of armed people to come and conduct an invasion in Liberia. We heard his 
voice on the B. B. C., and a prominent Journalist from THE WASHINGTON POST 
interviewed the Bishop in the Ivory Coast as well. 


"Bishop Warner went back to the U. S. Some of the missionaries of iis con- 
gregation became disappointed and got afraid of their own shadows. In fact, 
some of them have since left, but many are still working peacefully in Li- 
beria. 


"Those missionaries who left," the Economic Planning Minister added, "felt 
that the new regime would retaliate in a different form, but that is not 
our wish at all. After all, to us, Bennie Warner ‘s one person, and, in 
fact, an individual case. We will not under any circumstance put mission- 
aries of any church here in jeopardy because of the activities of Bennie 
Warner. Since we believe in the Rule of Law, any person, a missionaiy or 
not, who behaves contrary to the laws of the country, will be placed before 
the law courts for the due processes of the law to take their due course. 


"The missionaries or members of the Methodist Church in Liberia, most of 
whom are even citizens, have the right to move about their daily activities 
freely. If anything is suspected, or if one person among them does any- 
thing wrong, it will be treated on individual basis." 


Touching on the fate of officials holding appointments from the previous 
regime, Dr. Tipoteh assured that such persons were all bona fide citizens 
of Liberia and that those qualified and were not know to be associated with 
corruption or misuse of public office will not be dismissed at random. 


"I want to underline clearly that if acts of corruption comes up, those in- 
volved will be dealt with individually, and we will not expect any witch- 
hunting to go on, especially where unsubstantiated rumors are involved. 

We want to do things systematically and in a humane way," he concluded.

FIREWOOD SHORTAGE MAY SPARK POLITICAL UNREST 
London WEST AFRICA in English 9 Jun 80 p 1043 


[Text] President Traore's political problems are now being aggravated by 

a worsening economic situation which is being felt in Bamako. Reuters 
reports that Bamako is facing a chronic energy shortage. There are longer 
lapses in supply of electricity and the cost of firewood, on which much of 
the population depends for domestic energy, is rising to prohibitively high 
costs. 


Offices, factories, res’ °aces and hospitals have had to go for anything up 
to a week without electi ty reeently. Most of the generators are run on 
diesel and it is the goveruwent's inability to pay for more supplies which 
is largely responsible for the present cuts. Bamako's hospital, Point G, 
normally given priority fuel supplies for its generator, has now run out 

of fuel and is without the use of its own generator. It was often the case 
that there would be cuts et Point G but never of more than two hours. 


For the majority of the population, however, the rising costs of firewood 
is of far greater significance. Supplies are being diminished and the 
political repercussions can be considerable if tension is allowed to build 
up in the city. Serious rioting, resulting in the deaths of students in 
March has already dented the government's authority. At that time come 
workers and many market women expressed their sympathy for the students. 


The prospects for Mali in the immediate future cannot be bleaker. France 
is withholding supplementary budget aid and Mali is left floundering finan- 
cially. The government is therefore caught between meeting the minimum 
requirements for its services to Bamako while at the same time having to 
impose extremely austere measures to reduce government spending.

PORT LMPROVEMENT CONTRACT SIGNED WITH PORTUGUESE FIRM 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 1 Jun 80 p 5 


[Text] Maputo, 31 May (AIM)=-Setenave, the Portuguese naval shipyards com- 
pany, recently signed four contracts with Mozambique for various types of work 
to be done in the Mozambican porte. This information was released to the pub- 
lic of Mozambique by engineer Florencio Bernardo, one of the heads of the 
Mozambican National Directorate of the Metallurgy and Metal Working Industry. 


In statements made to AIM [MOZAMBIQUE INFORMATION AGENCY], that official said 
that one of the contracts would involve the construction of a new gate on the 
ship repair dock in Beira. The old one was sabotaged in September of last 
year. To begin the work, technicians from Setenave are already in the city 
of Beira and, together with workers from RENAB [Beira Ship Repair), an in- 
dustrial unit also specializing in ship repairs, they are engaged in activity 
aimed at the construction of the new gate. The destroyed gate has already 
been removed from the ocean depths so that the new one may be installed in 
ite place. 


The design for the new gate was made by Setenave, and the material required 
for the construction of the cofferdam gate is expected to arrive in Mozan- 
bique next week, 


The other contract, that is, the second one, will involve intensive work on 
reorganization and improvement, also in the port of Beira, for the entire 
operating system of its shipyard in general, so that it may fully meet the 
needs of its users. 


Training of Mozambican Personnel 


At the present time, in Setenave headquarters in Portugal, the overall plan 
is being devised to be used in that reorganization and improvement of the 
shipyard in the port of Beira. 


in July, a technical team from Setenave will come to Mozambique in order to 


complete the project on the site. The work on the reorganization of the 
shipyard is due to be completed by 1981. 
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As part of the reorganization, Setenave will engage in an effort to train 


Mogambican personnel, so that they will be equipped to perform their functions 
effectively, 


The third contract is designed to improve the shipyard in the port of Maputo. 


The last large-scale project, the completion of which will be gradual, relates 
to the preparation of the master plan for the Mosambican ship industry, which 


will be able to give a specific idea of the prospects for the latter over the 
next 10 years, 


The mater plan will consist basically of a survey of technical data which 
will allow for an exact determination of the current capacity or that to be 
installed in the country's shipyards at all times, For example, based on 
the type and number of vessels traversing the Mozambican coastal area, it 
will be possible to ascertain the features which one shipyard or other must 
have in order to be able to take in one type of vessei or another,

it will also allow for an exact determination of the needs that may be imposed 
by the various ship owners whose vessele use Mozambican ports between now and 
the future. 


At present, owing to the inadequacy of the Mozambican shipyards for taking in 
all types of ships channeled into their ports, the repairs on some of them 
have been made on docks of neighboring countries, such as South Africa and 
Madagascar, including some Mozambican ships. This situation, in addition to 
constituting the nation's dependence in this area, also represents a lose of 
hard currency estimated at millions of escudos, which Mozambique would accrue 
from services rendered to various ship owners. 


With the completion of all these projects, which have been temporarily bud- 
geted at over 32.5 million escudos (nearly $1 million), Mozambique will not 
only end that dependence, but will also have more ships stopping in its ports, 
because at that point it will be able to meet all the requirements made of it. 


The contracts were signed on behalf of Setenave by the chairman of ite Admin- 
istrative Borad, Dr Costa Leal; and, on behalf of Mozambique, they were signed 
by heads of the various agencies, specifically, the National Directorate of 
the Metallurgy and Metal Working Industry, the Ministry of Ports and Land 
Transportation and the Mozambican enterprise RENAB.

INTERTOR MINISTRY APPROVES PRIVATE TRADE REGULATIONS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 1 Jun 80 p 5 


|Text} The minister of domestic trade recently approved the regulations for 
private commercial activity. When these regulations go into effect, they 
will allow for the actual implementation of the Law on Private Trade, which 
was paseed at the Fourth Session of the People's Assembly. 


At the present time, this document regulating a major sector of commercial 
activity assumes special significance, because the implementation of many of 
the guidelines devised by the supreme leader of the Mozambican revolution in 
his epeech of 18 March depends upon it to 4 great extent. 


The passage of the aforementioned law by the People's Assembly created the 
legal grounds for the granting of licenses and the operation of private trade 
in our country. However, in many instances thus far, these principles have 
remained inapplicable, because the mechanisms and standards governing their 
implementation have not been established until now. 


The regulations for private commercial activity are arranged in nine sections, 
wherein the Laws are established on: Licensing, commercial establishments, 
inspection, registration, workers, necessary documents, penalties, fines, 
taxes, accounting and, in conclusion, some final provisions. 


Many of the rulings now established reveal the predominant concern of private 
business owners engaged in wholesale or retail activity for acting so as to 
constantly improve the quantitative and qualitative progress of the commer- 
cial system in our country. In this connection, conditions have also been 
established so that the development of that system will take place in a ba- 
lanced manner and in accordance with the real needs of the population, with 
an attempt to arouse among the private dealers themselves a concern for a 
good aesthetic appearance in their establishments, and for efficient service.

Thies describes the diabolical danger civilians and security forces face in 
the operational area of SWA/Namibia every time they get into their vehicles. 


The situation for motorists there is risky at all times: a recent announce- 
ment revealed there were more landmine detonations in the first quarter 
of this year than in any three-month period over the last two years. 


Making things tougher yet for people was the broadening late last year of 
landmine warfare to include the tarred surface of Ovambo's main road, the 
liefline to about 40 percent of SWA/Namibia's population. 


Reminders 


Five patches of fresh tar on the Oshivelo-Oshakati road are now reminders 
of several victims killed and maimed when their vehicles triggered off the 
fury of 6,5 kg of TNT. 


The first mine planted on this stretch of road last November killed the dri- 
ver of a heavy truck and injured two passengers. Since them, there have 
been four blasts on this route, leaving five dead and five injured. 


In efforts to counter this unseen enemy, possibly the ugliest form of terror 
warfare, all potholes in the road have been filled and security forces are 
running a daily convoy between Oshivelo and Oshakati. 


The surface is "swept" by teams of Sappers from the Engineer Corps before 


the convoys start at about 7 am each day. These measures minimise landmine 
risks. 
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Official figures are not available for security reasons, but the number of 
landmine explosions reported ise understood to be only a fraction of those 
planted by ineurgente and successfully lifted by security forces. 


It is known that half of the landmines planted on the tarred road have been 
Liftec by security forces. 


Sappers engaged in mine-detecting take regular breaks from their duties 
because of the obvious pressure in dealing with these devices which some- 
times include booby-traps. 


Flexible 

"Mines are very flexible things," said one senior security force officer, a 
specialist in explosives. "There are all kinds of combinations one can 
think up in planting mines. There is no end to the scope in this game." 


"They plant them on roads which carry heavy security force traffic. Some- 
times they place them indiscriminately on roads in areas of Ovambo where they 
don't have as much co-operation as they would like from the local popula- 
tion,” he said. 


Clues found at these scenes of blasts on the main road indicate Swapo lays 
the mines at night by chipping out slabs of tar with hammers and chisels 
and burying the devices under the surface. 





They then replace the slabs and camouflage them. Security force officers 
estimate the whole operation takes two or three men about 45 minutes. 


"This talk of using dustbin lids to extract discs of tar is not correct be- 
cause of the chipstone just below the layer of ta... An experienced eye 
can spot a landmine on tar from about 20 m," said an officer. 


Reinforced 


"People who have been blown up on the Oshakati-Ondangwa stretch so far 
were at fault because they moved before the dawn sweep was completed," he 
said. "Some of the victims were plain irresponsible." 


"It is a case of disciplining your local population. We now seal off the 
Oshakati-Ondangwa strip while sweeping, but we cannot block all the side 
roads between the towns." 


Security forces are relatively safe against landmines when travelling-- 
strapped to their seats--in the reinforced capsules of landmine protected 
vehicles. The vehicles often lose a wheel in the blast and passengers 
suffer broken limbs at worst. 


The South African-designed and manufactured m.ne-protected vehicles are 
said to be among the best in the world.

To beat these measures, insurgents sometimes try to boost their mines by 
placing 200 or 400 g blocks of TNT under the buried landmine. Security 
forces have lifted one mine where as much as 1800 g of extra explosive was 
used to boost the blast. 


Despite this, security force losses have not increased--it is the unfortu- 
nate civilians who suffer. 


"On the tarred surface, they use the TMA-3, known as the Cheesemine, which 
contains 6,5 kg of explosive and needs anything from 180 kg to 320 kg of 
pressure to detonate it," the officer said. 


Aleo used is the Soviet TM-57 which carries 7 kg of explosive and is capable 
of immobilising a tank. So far, this one has done the most damage to ve- 
hicles. 


Tempting 


It seems, though, that security forces are staying a step ahead of landmine 
warfare. Several years ago, for instance, mine-detecting teams in the opera- 
tional area used proders to sweep roads step-by-step. 


They covered only 3 km an hour. Now they are covering up to 8 km an hour 
on the gravel roads of Ovambo with the aid of modern mine detectors. 


About 30 percent of the mines are detected visually, while many are found 
after tips from the local population prompted in some cases by a tempting 
reward of Rl 000 for each vehicle mine found. 


This year has also seen a start to landmine warfare in the Kaokoland where 


five people have been killed and several injured in two blasts on the dirt 
roads there.

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PRES TDENT KOUNTCHE DISCUSSES RELATIONS WITH FRANCE 
Niamey LE GAHEL in French 14 May 80 p 2 


(Text) Chief of State Col Seyni Kountche returned to Niamey yesterday after- 
noon following his visit to France, where he participated in the Seventh 
Franco-African Summit Meeting. He was welcomed on hie arrival at the airport 
here by Quartermaster Moussa Tondi, minister of finance, and Maj Ali Saibou, 
FAN (Niger Armed Forces) chief of staff. 


The chairman of the CMS [Supreme Military Council) said that the recent 
Franco-African summit meeting in Nice was an extension of the OAU economic 
conference held in Lagos and that it was held on the eve of the UN special 
session on development. 


The chief of state reported that the talks concerned the poor economic situ- 
ation in the world and its effects on the developing countries. 


The North-South dialog was up for discussion again and included consideration 
in particular of the problems of food, energy, and aid to the poor countries 
affected by the deteriorating worldwide economic situation. 


The fact is that the Third-World countries are experiencing a slowdown in in- 
vestments and a deterioration of their remuneration for raw materials. 


Emphasis was then placed on the aid that France is to provide for developing 
new forms of energy such as solar energy. 


Also discussed was the idea of three-way talks between Buropeans, Arabs, and 
Africans and that of a community of countries partially or completely using 
the French language. 


On the bilateral level, the chief of state spoke with officials in charge of 
the studies for Kaindadji Dam. He summed up the situation with that project. 
Detailed technical studies are the only thing remaining to be done, and 
ground will be broken in 1983. Between now and then, a strategy will have to 
be worked out for finding financial backers. 
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During & private talk at the Elysee Palace, Niger's and France's chiefs of 
atate surveyed the field of application for bilateral cooperation. President 
Kountehe said that France will no longer contribute to the operating budget 


of Niamey University, but it will help by participating in investments and 
providing teaching staff. 


The situation of the veterans was brought up, and President Kountche requested 
greater fairness for Nigeriens who fought for France but who receive lower 
pensions than their comrades in arms, 


On the way back to Niamey, the presidential delegation stopped in Algiers, 
where Chief of State Col Seyni Kountche had a talk with Chadli Bendjedid, 
chairman of the Joint Niger-Algerian Commission, which is to meet next June. 


Aleo discussed there was the supplying of Algerian gas to Niger and the trane- 
Saharan road, which also concerns Nigeria.

SHAGARI INTERVIEWED BY ‘DAILY Pines,’ ‘NEW NIGERIAN’ 
London WEST AFRICA in English 9 Jun 80 p 1039 


{Text} In an interview with the DAILY TIMES and the NEW NIGERIAN newe- 
papers, President Shagari explained some recent foreign policy decisions, 
talked about the shaky NPN/NPP accord among domestic ieeues, and for the 
firet time, discussed hie own family life. 


In anewer to a question about why hie government prevented the Liberian dele- 
gation from attending the OAU Economic Summit in Lagos last April, Presi- 
dent Shagari explained that his government's action was to save the dele- 
gation from embarrasement. “Most African countries frowned on the way and 
manner in which the Liberiane changed their government. We don't want to 
interfere in their internal affaires, but we object to the way they 
slaughtered people without adequate investigations and without giving them 
a fair hearing. We thought thie idea of people taking over and slaughter- 
ing people is not the best way to take over governments; and some of the 
African countries felt that we should not encourage this kind of action and 
that people who have butchered our own colleagues should not come the next 
day, wash their blood-stained hands and sit with ue". 


He said that many African leaders threatened to boycott the conference if 
Liberia was allowed to take part and he could not afford to break the 
Summit “because of the leaders of the junta in Liberia who had aurdered 
60 many people”. He aleo said that many OAU leaders were angered by the 
declaration by the coup leader that he had become the OAU chairman. 


On the external image of Nigeria, President Shagari declared, "I am very 
very proud of the position of Nigeria in the international community. Peo- 
ple have a great deal of regard for Nigeria and they expect a lot from us". 
He gave credit to the past military administration which he said placed 
Nigeria in a position of repute and respect among the African countries 
through their well-articulated foreign policy. He pledged to continue these 
policies. 


He said Nigeria would continue to support morally and materially efforts 
towards the liberation of Africa from neo-colonialiem, imperialism and 
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apartheid, Nigeria wae vigorously committed to the liberation of Namibia 
and South Africa, We said that efforte in those directions had been re- 
warded by Zimbabwe achieving independence and Nigeria was now helping to 
consolidate ite freedom, In addition, he stated, “we have taken 4 very 
active role in the Chadian erisie and the crisis in the Western Sahara and 
the crieie in the Horn of Africa". We said that the entire continent was 
looking to Nigeria for leadership and hie administration would not disap- 
point those expectations, 


He approved regional economic groupings, such ae the ECOWAS, saying that 
such groupings would help in total unity and peace in the continent. 


On domestic issues, the President recounted the measures hie government 
had eo far taken to bring back peace and stability to a country that had 
gone through a turbulent experience of a bloody civil war and 13 yeare of 
military rule. Because of his budgetary proposals and some of his schemes, 
such as the Green Revolution, aimed at self sufficiency in food production, 
“there is growing confidence now in the stability of the country, in the 
health of the economy, which has encouraged foreign and Nigerian investors 
and entrepreneurs more than ever before to work harder towards the indus- 
trial development of our country". 


He rejected the suggestion that his government had been too slow, adding 
that people had been so used to the military system of government in which 
there was virtually no consultation. “If I were a military man or a dic- 
tator, all I would do is to start implementing my programmes right away 
without having to consult anyone. But in this case, whatever you want to 
do, however much you prepare it, you have to consult because that is the 
essence of democracy". He condemned the attitude of some legislators who 
would want to make capital out of every emall thing. These men flex their 
muscles during debates to show their importance and influence without re- 
gard to the nation's interest. There has been unnecessary delays in the 
passage of bille in the National Assembly (13 only have been passed). Many 
be-elections are pending because his nominations for the Federal Electoral 
Commission have not been approved. Public officials have not declared their 
assets because the Assembly has not approved his nominations to the Code 
of Conduct Bureau. A lot of profects proposed in the nine-month budget may 
have to be shelved because there would not be enough time to execute then 
(the National Assembly has been sitting on the Budget since March). 


He noted that there had been some communication gap between the executive 
and the legislature, attributing the situation to the newly adopted presi- 
dential system of which the two bodies were totally unfamiliar. The number 
of political parties, which he would like to see reduced from five to 
three, has allowed room for unnecessary disagreements, he said. 


The President did not see any need for changes in the Constitution, which 
he said should be given a chance to work. He saw the provision for 
presidency as a permanent solution for tribal and ethnic sentiments. “There 
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had not been an occasion before when any leader sought the mandate of every~ 
one, everywhere in Nigeria, except through 4 presidential system, And 

the moment you get somebody elected by the nation, he himeelf, whoever he 

ay be, can no longer afford to be sectional. We just can't do it, even if 
we Wiehes; if he does, that will be the end of him”. He agreed that some 
provisions in the Conatitution, euch ae the Land Use Decree and the quee~ 
tion of the creation of more estates, might be changed, but only after proper 
review. 


On the controversial appointment of liateon officers, President Shagari said 
he was convinced it was the right thing because "I have a duty to the elec- 
torate in every state. I have a programme to implement and I don't ex- 

pect any governor to implement my programme for me, or to supervise the 
implementation. So I want my own man there. No matter what any governor 
may say, I do what I think te right and I know he cannot stop me", He re- 
fused to accept that there have been confrontations between him and the 
governors, because they could not tell him what to do. 


The President spoke about the "Green Revolution" and the housing scheme 

for which hie government has allocated large sums of money. The government 
plane to build a total of 40,000 low cost houses by December to benefit the 
low income group cadres. Most of the houses will be one-bedroom designed 
for improvement as the owners’ social conditions improved. The houses would 
be built in the rural and urban areas with slight modifications to suit en- 
vironmental conditions. 


In order to produce self-sufficiency in food in the near future, the Fed- 
eral Government has established loan schemes for farmers, provided them 
with fertilisers, improved seeds and pesticides. Agricultural development 
projects, euch as those at FPuntua, Gusau and Gombe, were being established 
to serve as models for farmers. A total of 13 river basin authorities 
have also been established to provide water for irrigation and for drink- 
ing. The President said that agricultural development was a long-term 
investment and the results would take time to show. 


President Shagari said his government has helped the workers by raising 
the minimum wage to # 100 per month, allowing them the right of collective 
bargaining and car advances. He explained that the new incomes and wages 
policy restricting salary increases of senior staff to 10 per cent was not 
only reasonable but aimed at bridging the gap between the low and high in- 
come groups. The measure was anti-inflationary. 


On the NPN/NPP accord, President Shagari rejected suggestions that he had 
conceded too much to the NPP, because “no price is too great to pay for 
helping to see that there is peace and stability". He was thankful that 
the NPP answered his call to join him in building a stable and virile na- 
tion, a call apparently rejected by the NPN, PRP and the GNPP. He said 
that the NPP would say they have got nothing from the accord, but he 
through hie party had dene a lot for them. “They have 10 ministers in ay 
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government and thev are holding key positions in the government, they have 
the Speaker of the National Assembly and some leaders of committees. We 
have appointed some of them to our Boards and corporations and we will ap- 
point many more”, He added that "Nigeria belongs to all of us" and not 
even the NPN should expect to have everything to the exclusion of every- 
body elee. He expressed regrets that the NPP are not properly organised 
in the National Assembly because of their own in-fighting and quarrele 
"which te their own internal affair but which affecte ue". He admitted 
that the implementation of their accord hae not been emooth and to hie sat- 
tafaction. 


Another domestic fesue was the question of proliferation of universities 
over which the President had warned the state governments. His answer was 
that state governments could build univereities if they wish but they 

must be aware that it would eat away a large chunk of their resources. He 
said that hie government had plane to build more universities and to ex- 
pand the existing ones. In addition, they had a echeme for an open univer- 
sity system aimed at people who did not have the opportunity to go to uni- 
versities. 


President Shagari rejected proposals for the establishment of state police 
forces. He said that such a force would bring a lot of confusion in the 
country particularly with the kind of attitude of some state governors. 
“There are some of them who claim that they have nothing to do with the 
Federal Government and that their state belongs to them. If you allow them 
to have a police force of their own, there is danger of secession of which 
we already had a bitter experience. Therefore in the interest of national 
harmony we should have a single unified force". 


Finally, President Shagari spoke about his family life, which he said had 
been much affected by his position as President. He claimed he did not 
want to contest the election because he knew the problems involved and the 
strong possibility of interference with hie family life. But members of 
his family were enthusiastic and encouraged him to run. When he won, they 
were happy, he said, but now they were unhappy because they hardly saw 
him. “I am almost completely separated from my family. I don't have time 
for my family anymore and even those of them who live with me here hardly 
see me... They would be very happy if they heard tomorrow that I have re- 
signed". They say to him, "We don't want you to be President anymore, 
let us go home”.

Ww ites WE decided three years 
ago tirough courage and de 
termination to alter the course of 
our country’s evolution our intention 
was to progress towards a more 
human society where greater justice 
and unity prevailed. Three years ago 
to the day | said that the only way 
t») do so would be through love, 
hard work and discipline. 


The struggle which we undertook 
three years ago to improve the living 
conditions of our people is an eternal 
struggle. It is a struggle which will 
never end. Every successive vear 
must be seen as a continuation of 
the search for greater happiness for 
our people and improved living con 
ditions for each new generation. This 
is what a real revolution is all about 

a relentiess struggle to improve 
our own condition not merely a 
process of getting better food, hou 
sing. education, medical services etc. 


These things are important § in 
their own right but what is more 
important is that we. as individuals, 
get better that is to say we 
show greater love and understanding 
towards our neighbours — we be 
come more sociable and contribute 
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more towards society. No person is 
perfect in this world ; everyone has 
shortcomings. We all have scope to 
continually do better through-out our 
lives. This attitude of forever seek: 
ing to improve evervthing including 
oneself is Revolution. Revolution is 
a continuous and unrelenting search 
to improve ourselves and, through 
us, the society in which we live. 


For this reason it is important 
today, three years after our revolu 
ion began. to analyse what progress 
we have achieved so far and what 
setbacks we have encountered. The 
past is important for it is often by 
examining the past that we are able 
to realise that we are capable of 
achieving far better things.

OUR YOUNG CHILDREN 


FIRSTLY what we have done for our 
younger children of pre-school age ?

work at home. There is no doubt that 
insofar as our children aged less 
than six years are concerned we 
have achieved considerable progress. 
Our children will soon be fed at the 
creches and this facility will be made 
available at no direct cost to the 


We must, however, also examine 
what we have not vet been able to 
d». We have not been able to build 
cceches in every district where they 
are needed. We have not yet been 
able to staff all our creches adequa 
tely we have not yet realised that 
a creche is not a commercial under 
taking and often demand heavy pay 
ments when the Government wishes 
to buy land upon which to build a 
creche or a building which the Go 
vernment wishes to convert into a 
creche. Certain individuals in the 
various parishes are forever on the 
lookout for defects in order to cri 
ticise without ever making an effort 
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to help ws to correct these defects. 
Certain persons still refuse to ack 
nowledge the fact that our children 
are equal and that they should be gi 
ven equal opportunities, Some still be 
lieve that the importance of a child 
should be judged in relation to the 
colour of his skin or his relative af 
fluence, We have also been unable to 
implement the plans which we have 
already drawn up to provide day 
care centres for children below four 
years old. As you can see, therefore. 
we have made considerable congress 
in the past three years but there 
is still a great deal yet to be achieved. 


EDUCATION 


SECONDLY what have we been able 
to achieve with regard to our chil: 
dren who currently go to school ? 
Here again we have achieved a 
great deal, Three years ago 95 per 
cent of our children were condem: 
ned to a life of ignorance and pover 
ty from the moment they were born. 
Most of our children attended 
school in their own parishes. A 
small handful went to the convent 
and the college. Children were re 
gistered at the convent and the col. 
lege before they were born. These 
two schools were fee paying and only 
children whose parents could afford 
to meet the relatively high cost of 
school fees could attend. The other 
children were of no real consequen 
ve and the parish schools merely 
served to “shake them out of their 
lethargy” as we used to say. 

Today we have succeeded in chan 
ging this system and we have di: 
rected that all children should at 

school in their ive pe 

and that the ft a wee 
tion in all schools should be raised 
to a similar standard. We have 
closed down the convent and col: 
lege primary schools, We are short 
of qualified teachers and despite the 











high cost involved we recruited fo 
reign teachers, To achieve our aim 
it was necessary to construct many 


classrooms — this we have succeed: 
ed in doing although our construc: 
On programme is still continuing. 
Many of our teachers are currently 
undergoing training in an attempt to 
improve their performance, We have 
revised the salaries of our teachers 
upwards. Most teachers today draw 
twice the salaries they earned three 
years ago in 1977, 


In every school children are given 
a meal at lunchtime and this has 
proved to be a great help to parents 
and in particular to those parents 
who are occupied at work. Our 
children now have an opportunity 
to grow up and became more dis- 
ciplined, We have organised a 
Young Pioneers Movement and al- 
ready we are beginning to see 
young children greeting and respec- 
tine older citizens. 

We have also made progress in 
the field of advanced studies. More 
young men and women are pursuing 
advanced studies either locally in 
Seychelles or overseas. Our pro 
gramme envisages that more stu- 
dents will proceed overseas on scho- 
larships in years ahead. In this res: 
pect it is important for us to modify 
our attitude towards further studies 
abroad, Many among us still persist 
in the belief that the only countries 
where one can study are the United 
Kingdom and France. This is not 
so. In many other countries the 
world over people study and qualify 
in different professions. If we wish 
to progress it is imperative that we 
change our attitude and permit our 
children to pursue their further stu 
dies in other countries around the 
world. 
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Yes, we have made much progress 
during the past three years but let 
us examine some of the problems 
and difficulties which we have en 
countered, Of course the most im 
portant problem has been the un 
willingness of some among us to 
permit 3 children to enjoy aqual 
opportunities, Resistance from pa 
rents whose children went to the 
college and the convent began the 
moment we decided to embark on 
our school zoning programme, Cer 
tain privileged children benefited 
from a higher standard of education 
in the past and they were anxious 
that this situation should continue. 

Some people believed that chil 
dren whose parents were affluent 
should similariy become rich, Chil- 
dren whose parents were poor should 
remain poor. We should be asham: 
ed for ever thinking in this manner. 
In the past this small privileged 
group had access to better school: 
books and to all comfort and at- 
tention possible, Today this group 
finds itself obliged to share every- 
thing with others on an equal basis. 
Today no-one enjoys more privileges 
than others, When there are sacri 
fices to make we must all be prepa 
red to do our share so that we may 
reap the benefits together. 


I have said, and | am _ repeating 
it today, that if any parent feels 
unable to accept that his child 
should enjoy the same opportunity 
as every other child in the field 
of education he is free to send him 
to school in another country and 
to go and live abroad with his 
child, It is unecessary for him to 
look for excuses or to hide his real 
intentions. His child belongs to him 
and he is free to do what he pleases 
with him. But | would like make 











it clear that those children who are 
not prepared to live and struggle 
with other children, to work toge 
ther and to create a new society to: 
gether - these children cannot ex 
pect tomorrow to reap what their 
brothers have sown, It would 
be best if they stayed away for 
good. Yes this is one of the problems 
we still face and must endeavour to 
correct, It is a serious problem, 
which has hindered our progress. 


It is a problem that has acquired a 
more serious dimension because 
many among us too readily listen 
to lies and fabrications deliberately 
invented in order to harm us. If we 
take the trouble to think about 
those lies we will discover that they 
have been invented by our own 
enemies — that is, by those who do 
ngt wish our children to enjoy the 
same oportunities as theirs — by 
those who do not believe that our 
children should play, study and live 
with their own children. Let us take 
an example. When we began to plan 
the National Youth Service we were 
motivated by the belief that it was 
necessary for our children to live 
and to work together for a certain 
period of time in an organised and 
disciplined environment.

ledge. We felt that those children 
who had not been to the convent or 
the college should have another op 
portunity to progress if they were 
intelligent. We further believed it 
would help to make everyone ap 
preciate that we are all brothers 
and that we should live as brothers. 

But what happened ? Several pa 
rents and children listened to lies 
and propaganda instead of thinking 
for themselves. Who invented those 
lies ? The parents of certain college 
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and convent pupils who were op 
posed to the idea that their children 
would have to mix with the rest of 
our children, They invented many 
lies and unfortunately too many 
among us fell into their trap, | 
sincerely believe that had we serious 
ly reflected about the problem and 
taken the interest of our children 
into account rather than allow our: 
selves to be misguided we would 
have come down to town and given 
a good lesson to those undisciplined 
people who were misleading our 
children to act against their own in 
terests. It is unfortunately too late 
to do this and we now have to start 
all over again from the beginning. 
The National Youth Service will be.

reflect properly on the matter this 
‘ime. 

NATIONAL YOUTH SERVICE

But, of course, we still 
have a great deal to do yet and we still 
have many problems. We have not yet 
been able to establish clinics in all the 
medical districts. The hospital still 
requires many changes. We have com. 
pleted the new surgical block but we 
still have to construct two new medical 


tive attitude towards our system of 








as during the past three years, 965 
houses in all have been built. We have 
also repaired and renovated hundreds 
of houses. During the past three years 
several properties have been purchased 
for the purpose of building houses. 

we still have many prob- 
ems and difficulties on the subject of 
housing. Many people are still without 
a proper house. Very often members 
of the public encounter difficulties 
when seeking assistance with their 
housing problems. They are referred 
from one office to another. The Hous- 
ing Division abounds with bureaucracy 
and this is frustrating for a person who 
is seeking to place his family under a 
roof. There are others who do not 
think of their brothers who are in 
need and who fail to repay their hous- 
ing loans. Yes, we have made conside- 
rable progress but we still have a great 
deal to do to render life more comfort- 
ble for everyone. 

Our public transport system has 
been greatly improved during the past 
three years. We have better and more 
buses. The routes covered have been 
extended to places where no services 
existed previously. And every day we 
see further changes being made to im- 
prove the service. 

Transport that allows a worker to 
get to his job and return home in the 
evening is an essentia! service in our 
society. Everyone who looks after the 
running of this service and who plays 
a part in it should be dedicated to 
serving the people and society. But 


we still have many problems to 
resolve. Some of our drivers 


travel at high speed and get in- 
volved in accidents. Some con- 
ductors are discourteous to the public. 
Certain members of the public have no 
patience and always expect to be serv- 
ed before everyone else. Our vehicle 
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maintenance facilities are still inade- 
quate although steps are being taken 
to establish proper facilities. The situ- 
ation is a great improvement over what 
it used to be but much still needs to 
be done. 


WORK 


WITH REGARD to the conditions 
of workers there is no doubt that sign- 
ificant improvements have been ach- 
ieved over the past three years. More 
people have realised that when we 
work we are helping to improve our 
own living conditions. Workers’ wages 
have been significantly increased, part- 
icularly for those workers who drew 
low wages previously. For example, a 
labourer who carned R. 501.50 per 
month three years ago is now receiving 
a monthly wage of K. 879 — i.e. an in- 
crease of 75 per cent. 

During the same pernod the cost of 
living mas mereased by only 35 per 
cent. Additionally the worker no lon- 
ger needs to pay for medical attention 
or for his children’s education. This 
shows that we have made good prog: 
ress. It is true that we are still a long 
way from the ideal situation but at 
least it is evident that we are on the 
right path. We need to continue along 
this path. But what must we do to en- 
sure that we continue in this direction ? 
There is a saying in Seychelles that 
“money does not grow in trees” — 
if it did we would ali plant a tree beh- 
ind our kitchens. 

The wealth of our country depends 
on us — on every one of us. Each per- 
son helps in producing something and 
it is the combined production of every- 
one which constitutes our wealth. if we 
produce less we will have less to share 
among ourselves. If we produce more 
we will each have more. It is for this 
reason that if we wish to get more we 











need to make more effort and produce 
more. No matter what work we are en- 
gaged in it is important we should 
make a greater effort. 

Only in this way can we increase 
the weulth of the country and af 
every citizen at the same time, 
During the past three years the low 
wage earners have received higher 
wage increases. Those who earned 
high salaries have had practically no 
increases at all, 

We need to continue applying 
this principal until such time 
as everyone has enough money to live. 
During the course of this year we have 
set up the Full Employment Scheme. 
This enables everyone to get enough 
money to feed his family when he is 
out of work. It is unfortunate that 
certain people do not wish to work 
but no-one can now say that he can- 
not find employment. Any person who 
is out of work can work in the Scheme 
and feed his family. 

Over the past three years we have 
done a great deal for the elderly. To- 
day all elderly people receive money 
to meet their needs. Every worker 
contributes in order to ensure that our 
old people do not need to roam the 
streets to beg for a living. A country 
is judged by the way it treats its elderly 
citizens and we in Seychelles should 
be proud of what we have been able 
to achieve in this respect. Yet we still 
have a lot more to do. First of all, 
many among us do not care for our 
elderly relatives. 

We are often impatient with them. . 
We consider them to be a burden. We 
forget that we tou were a burden when 
we were still babies. We do not have 
sufficient facilities to cater for all our 
elderly people and we still have much 
to do before we can meet our obliga- 
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tions towards those who looked after 
us when we were unable to do so on 
our own. 


With regard to our relations with 
other nations, we can rightly be proud 
of our achievements. Three years after 
Liberation Day we have developed 
good relations with many countries, 
During the past three years we have 
made it clear to all countries, big or 
small, that although we are prepared 
tO maintain good relations and cooper. 
ate with them, we will never tolerate 
any nation imposing their will upon 
us and dictating the course of our ac: 
tions. We have made it clear to all 
countries that if they wish to remain 
our friends they should not seek to 
apply any pressure on us. 

In this respect our peopie need to 
think very carefully and, in particular 
Cease (0 pay attention to lies and prop- 
aganda being spread by our enemies. 
I will give an example. At the beginn- 
ing of the year the Government re- 
quested an increase in the rent payable 
by the United States for their satellite 
tracking facility at La Misere. Imme- 
diately some people began to spread 
rumours that we had asked the Amer. 
icans to leave. And many among us 
believed this lie. 

We enjoy respect the world over 
today. Our policy of non-alignment 
is a firm and serious one. We do not 
shift our position like a weather vane. 
For example, we condemn ail foreign 
powers in the Indian Ocean who con- 
tribute towards increasing tension in 
this region. We have stated that steps 
should be taken to turn the Indian 
Ocean into a zone of peace and this 
applies to al] countries without excep- 
tion.

ARMY ROLE IN KCONOMIC DEVELOPMENT STRESSED

[Text] The role of the Seychelles People's Liberation Army (SPLA) in the 
intergrated economic development of our country, including all our outlying 
islands, was repeatedly etressed yesterday afternoon at the paseing out of 
another 97 recruite at the Pointe Larue Camp. 


The recruite swore their oath of allegiance before the Minister of Defence, 
Mr. Ogilvy Berlouis, standing in for the Commander-in-Chief of Seychelles’ 
Defence Forces, President France Albert Rene. The recruits were aleo the 
firet members of the force to undergo intensive basic training on the outer 
islands. 


Addressing the recruite after they had passed in review before him and other 
members of the Central Executive Committee of the Seychelles People's Pro- 
gressive Front, Ministers, and senior army officers; sworn their oath of 
allegiance; and had had read out and given him a message for their Comman- 
der-in-Chief, Minister Berlouis explained the non-military role of the SPLA 
in the economic field, 


One of the reasons that the recruits went for their four months basic mili- 
tary training on Coetivy Island to the south of Mahe he said, was to parti- 
cipate in its economic development after it had been left neglected for 
several years. "We have many more such projects in hand and we have to 

vcee erate and get them off the ground, especially in the field of agri- 
culture,” Mr. Berloule said. He added that the SPLA sincerely believed 
that one day it would be self-sufficient in food. 


The Minister then reminded the recruite of the guidance and help they re- 
ceived through frequent visite to the island while they were in training 
by the Commander-in-Chief and other senior army officers before continuing: 
"The development of Coetivy, comrade soldiers, that is being done by the 
SPLA is just the beginning.

"Il am pleased when you say that you will demonstrate your devo- 
tion for your country to construct thie new society: to follow the road 
that the people of Seychelles have chosen since June 5, 1977.

Minister Ber- 
loule then stressed that for the recruits to be able to do what they had 
aworn to do including defending the country, the principle of the SPPF and 
the Revolution they had to be ready to sacrifice a lot.

NEW GOVERNMENT OFFICE BLOCK PLANNED 
Victoria NATION in English 30 May 80 pp 1, 2 


[Excerpt] The final plans for a major new government office block on In- 
dependence Avenue opposite Kingsgate House are being drawn up by the Pro- 
jects Planning and Design Unit (PPDU) of the Ministry of Economic Planning 
and Development. 


It is expected that the project will be put to tender in August or Septem- 
ber this year with actual construction starting around October. 


The design calle for an L-shaped three-storey block, the north-east corner 
of which, facing the Independence Avenue 5th/June Avenue roundabout, will 
be an attractive hexagonal shape. This has been designed to correspond with 
the circular centre of the roundabout. 


The ground floor, which like the whole building will run along both Inde- 
pendence and 5th June Avenues, will be devoted to 13 shops and/or offices 
ranging from 72 to 120 square metres in floor space. These will be quite 
similar to the shops and offices of nearby Kingsgate and Oceangate Houses 
and will be ideal for euch government offices as the Information Office 
which require an attractive front or window. 


"The design of the ground floor has been kept very flexible," said a spokes- 
man for the PPDU, “so that any shops could easily be turned into offices or 
vice versa." 


The first and second floors will hold only government offices perhaps inclu- 
ding a department or ministry or two. 


These will be originally of an open-floor-space design, a method rarely 
used here except in banks and other such establishments. This means that 
instead of seperating related offices into various rooms or cubicles it will 
be possible for all the staff to sit in one large office. Partitions be- 
tween different sections or types of work could be through the suitable 
layout of the furniture, filing cabinets and even potted plants. As well 
adding spaciousness to offices such a design would allow smoother and 
faster contact between staff and better supervision. 
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However, ae the PPDU pointed out, the design of the building ie flexible 
enough to allow for any alterations. Should the department and ministries 


concerned wish for seperate offices or more permanent partitioning, thie can 
be done. 


The weet wing of the building along Independence Avenue (diagram above) 
will stop at the current double line of casuarina trees that seperates the 
site from the Pirates Arma Hotel property. 


The south wing along the 5th June Avenue, the back of which will encroach 
into the People's Stadium, will end just short of the "Zom Lib" public gar- 
den. The resulting space will be filled with shrubbery. 


There will be some parking space behind and the pavement in front will be 
extended to the shops. 


The whole building will be air conditioned. 


While an exact figure cannot be given at this stage the project is estima- 
ted to cost between R 25 and 30 million and it is expected to take from 20 
to 24 months to complete.

HE DEPARTMENT of Youth 

and Community Development 
which was given ap enhanced status in 
June last year by the appointment of a 
Minister of State with special responsi. 
bility fer it, has had a busy and pro- 
ductive year. 


Among its achievements have been 
the solid progress of the Rural and 
Community Development Group, the 
vigorous launching of the Pioneer 
and Young Pioneer movements in 
schools and the regionalisation of 
sport. 

Plans for the months ahead include 
the building of creches, community 
centres, day care centres and clinics ; 
the upgrading of the youth move- 
ment, and the highlight of the sport- 
ing year — the Olympic Games in 
which Seychelles will compete for the 
first time. 


THE JOB of this section is to for- 
mulate and carry out all planning 
supervision of the building work for 
community services. It acts as the 
coordinator for the needs of the follow- 
ministries : 
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the Ministry of 
and day care 


Creches, for 
Education , clinics 
centres for the Department 
of Health; rural markets and 
roads for the Department of Agricul- 
ture; playing fields and recreation 
parks for the Department of Youth 
and Community Development ; district 
branch offices for the Ministry of 
Administration and Political Organi- 
sation. 


The progress of the Rural and 
Community Development Group over 
the past year has been significant. 
Formed in August 1978, it is compos- 
ed of representatives of various Gov- 
ernment Departments and Ministries 
and SPPF members with the aim of 
providing and co-ordinating help in 
designing and carrying out rural and 
community projects. 

The Chairman of the group is the 
Principal Secretary for Youth and 
Community Development and other 
members come from the Public Works 
Department, Health, Agriculture, 
Education, Lands Division, Survey 
Division and non-Governmental bod- 
ies.

After the proposal has been discus- 
sed at this level, it is then submitted 
to the Secretary of the Rural and 
Community Development Group, who 
co-ordinates efforts io carry out the 
project. The Secretary contacts the 
Ministries concerned to arrange help 
in design and construction work. 


Where financial aid is needed, both 
in terms of local and foreign. then the 
participation of non-Governmental 
organisations is sought. 


CRECHES AND DAY CARE 
CENTRES 


Government wants to ensure that 
education, health and community ser- 
vices are provided for all the people 
of Seychelles, wherever they live. To 
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uchieve this basic aim, it is expected 
that each of the 23 districts will have 
& creche, day care centre, clinic and 
community centre, to give everybody 
ihe same opportunity. 


twat year four creches were built — 
at Maldive, at Port Glaud and at Val 
dAndorre and Ame Kerlan, 
Prasiin, Three are still under cons- 
iruction—at Anse aux Pins, Tak- 
amaka and La Digue. 


It is planned that a maximum of 10 
creches will be built in future to serve 
children from the age of four to six. 
Places having a creche for the first 
time will include Anse aux Pins, La 
Digue, Bougainville, Takamaka, Anse 
Etoile, Beau Vallon and Plaisance. 


Government's policy is that all 
children should attend creche and 
school in their respective districts. 
The zoning scheme will mean that 
they do not have to travel long dis- 
tances. 


Most working mothers have prob- 
lems arranging care of their newly 
born children. To solve these difficul- 
ties, the day care centres will look 
after infants from the age of two 
weeks until they move to the creche 
at the age of four. 


CLINICS 

When completed, the clinics will 
offer help in many different fields of 
health——medical care. family planning. 
ante-natal care, child welfare, dental 
care, school services. They will be 
staffed by a medical officer, dental 
officer, auxiliary, nurses, driver and 


supporting staff. 








COMMUNITY CENTRES 


About 28 centres will be built in 
Seychelles in the next decade, 10 of 
them within the present five-year Na- 
tional Development Plan ending in 
1983, Each centre will have a main 
assembly hall spacious enough for 
cultural evenings and other activities. 
a library, conference room and offices 
for the SPPF and Member of the 
People's Assembly. 

In districts where land has been 
identified as suitable for community 
purposes, the Lands Officer has been 
contacted to negotiate with owners 
and go ahead with acquisition. 


Valuable Link Forged Between Pioneers and SPPF 


THE PIONEER and Young Pioneer 
movement has been launched in all 
schools on Mahe, Praslin and La 
Digue, with a total registration now 
of 2,600. 

Activities pursued have expanded 
to include agriculture and political 
education and a gymnastic group has 
become well established.

SPORT IN Seychelles has taken a 
great leap forward with the policy of 
rewionalisation started towards the 
end of 1979. lts aim is to provide 
sports facilities and competitions in 
all regions and districts of the Repub- 
lic, which will allow everyone who is 
interested to take part. 


This has already aroused great en’ 
husiasm among people from the outer 
districts who have had so many 
restrictions in the past and had no 
solution to their problems. 


Recently there has been great na- 
tional interest in sport following the 
success achieved by Seychelles at the 
indian Ocean Games. But unfor- 
tunately at the moment the Sports 
Section can only cater for sports 
centred around Victoria. where the 
stadium is always in heavy demand. 


Every effort is being made to bring 
sports as close as possible to all the 
people. which can only be achieved 
by decentralisation. 
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Of the 115 sportsmen and women 
who competed in the Indian Ocean 
Games, 106 came from the central 
area and only nine from the outer 
districts. This proves how much the 
outer areas have been neglected in 
the past and the right of their people 
to take part in sport not granted. 


The largesi outlay in sports regio- 
nalisation is, of course, providipg 
playing facilities and trained coaches. 
It is planned that sports in the dis- 
tricts will be run by elected commit- 
tees headed by a chairman, who will 
do their utmost to provide facilities 
as soon as they possibly can. 

The conclusion is clear — every 
sport, regardless of its size or the 
number of people who take part, 
should be brought to all regions and 
eventually all districts in Seychelles. 


Last but not least, Seychelles will 
send a team to compete for the first 
time in the Olympic Games, to be 
held in Moscow in July. This is _in- 
deed a historic moment for our young 
country.

MUGABE SENDS TROOPS, POLICE TO CHECK DISSIDENTS

(Text] Lubumbashi (Zaire)--Zimbabwean police and army were being deployed 
in the country's Midlands against armed guerilla dissidents, the Prime 
Minister, Mr Mugabe, said here, 


In an interview with three journalists on his Viscount charter plane on 
his way to this sprawling, southern Zaire mining town near the Zambian 
border, Mr Mugabe said the military high command in Zimbabwe had agreed 
to take joint action with the police against the dissidents. 


Most of the dissidents, he said, were in the Que Que, Gokwe, Gatoom, 
Hartley and Silobela areas, 


"There have been a number of deaths in these areas in the past 10 days," 
said Mr Mugabe, 


He said the dissidents were operating on a "definite political pattern 
leading to revolt." 


The dissidents were not “ordinary bandits" but were indulging in open 
"rebellion," he said, 


"This has got to stop. I want that area cleared," he said. 


Asked if he had approached Dr Nkomo about this problem, Mr Mugabe said: 
"Dr Nkemo has evidence of this. He is in agreement with the deployment 
of the joint operation," 


Answering a question, Mr Mugabe said a decision on his country's relations 
with South Africa would be made "soon," 


"We will maintain our economic links but there will be no diplomatic ties

"Crime must stop if we are to help produce the food for the future,” he 
said,

[Text] The first economic statistics published by the Zimbabwean Treasury 
since sanctions were imposed predicts a 4 percent real growth in the econ- 
omy and a 30 percent growth in exports this year. 


This survey examines the country's communications network and its capacity 
to cope with the new situation. 


As in every other sector of the economy the crying need for foreign cur- 
rency to replace worn out equipment, vehicles and aircraft is apparent. 


To meet the new situation, cargo aircraft carriers and road transporters 
face the most serious difficulties. 


The country's official cargo air carriers have gallantly served Zimbabwe 
with three well used aircraft over the many years of sanctions. 


The noise factor associated with Zimbabwe's vintage of cargo air carriers 
will in time preclude them from landing at many of the European and Ameri- 
can terminals. 


The special favoured status granted to this country by the American govern- 
ment means that surrounding countries receiving aid from America can spend 
it on Zimbabwean products and expertise. 


To earn the foreign currency from this privileged status, the road trans- 
port sector will be put under enormous strain with their present fleets. 


Many millions of dollars are given towards aid projects in Africa each 
year by the Americans and the recipients are required to select materials 
and services from a pool of designated countries. 


Zimbabwe is one of the few in Africa to be designated, thus benefiting 
both employment and exports. 
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A wide variety of minerals, agricultural and manufactured products are 
exported from Zimbabwe and there will be a need to increase railway capa- 
city to cope with the increased tonnages, 


The total financial expenditure planned for the Railways development 
programme over the five-year period is $337 million and the foreign cur- 
rency required for the projects is estimated at §102,095,500, 


Zimbabwe's total exports jumped 65 percent to $76,607,000 in January this 
year, compared with value of exports in the same month last year, 


Total importe increased by 45,3 percent to $55,526,000, an increase of 
156,7 percent. 


Gold sold in January outstripped all other exporte--1,427 kg sold for 
$16,879,000. This volume was followed by tobacco at $10,497,000, ferro- 
chrome $5,624,000, raw sugar $5,102,000, asbestos $4,439,000 and cotton 
$4,310,000, 


Steel ingots and billets with bar rod and steel section totalled $6,082,000, 
copper $2,861,000 and non-essential machinery and engine parts $492,000. 


From the agricultural food sector $1,345,000 worth of maize was exported 
and cotton earned $122,000. Air cargo carried $1,865,000 of chilled 
meats and frozen vegetables. 


The $55,526,000 of foreign currency spent brought in steel plate sheet, 
petrol, plastic materials, bus and truck chassis and components, car 
assembly kits, internal combustion engines, rail vehicle parts and spares 
and accessories for trailers and motor vehicles. 


Exports and imports via Beira and Maputo have already started rolling. 
Sugar and steel are among the consignments shipped through Maputo and 
tea has been shipped through Beira. 


In April the port was working at about 40 percent capacity and there were 
plenty of empty berths. 


There are berths of 21 vessels at the main wharf. All berths except 

the coaling appliance, are served by shore cranes, a total of 90, with 
Lifting capacities from 3 to 20 tonnes. There is a shore based heavy lift 
crane of 60 tonnes, but which can be rigged for 80 tonnes. 


However, Beira is expected to be Zimbabwe's main port, but it is not yet 
geared to handle bulk commodities which will have to go through Maputo. 


Maputo does not have the harbor problems of silting like Beira, although 
the harbor has experienced some difficulties with large container ships.

The distance from Beira to the Zimbabwe border (Machipanda) is 314 km 
by rail, which is reported to be in good condition as are the communica~ 
tions between the various railway stations, 


The present capacity of the line ia about 1,000 tonnes a day in each 
direction, but thie is expected to increase. 


At present one train a day is running in each direction, However, should 
the traffic warrant it, Mozambique Railways could run three trains a day. 
Cargo to Zambia and Zaire is also using the line. 


An international shipping and forwarding company which opened offices 

in Salisbury in April are aiming to promote trade links between Zimbabwe 
and the [ron Curtain countries. Kuehne and Nagel, based in Switzerland 
is one of the two biggest such companies in the world and has bought into 
4a local company Freight International. 


The Salisbury office is part of a drive to develop links between African 
countries and the rest of the world, 


The Swiss associates have offices in most communist countries and there 
is valuable potential source of trade with them as well as with the West. 


This group is also planning to set up offices in Bulawayo and Beitbridge 
and will have an airfreight division at Salisbury airport because of the 
expected increase in trade. 


Zimbabwe is well endowed with the expertise to cope with the new markets 
which have opened up since sanctions were lifted. 


All facilities are available to carry the country's life blood of foreign 
currency earners to the world markets. 


However, to do so, the means will have to be found to increase and up- 
date fleets of road haulers and aircraft, if the country is to prosper from 
its exports. Zimbabwe's economic survival greatly depends on this factor.

Introducing the successful amendment, the chairman of the council's 
finances and development committee, Councillor Timothy Stamps, said the 
council had no alternative but to "entice" suitably qualified people with 
more money. 


Councillor Roy Langley, whose recommendation (backed by the general 
purposes committee) not to raise salaries was voted out, claimed the

He said the amendment was part of a general salary review within the 
municipality which, if adopted by the council, would cost the rate payer 
up to $276 000 a year if all vacant and filled posts were counted.
